IMMENSE CROWDS—ADDRESSES— 
INCREASED 
INTEREST.

T he Citrus Fair was yesterday under the 
patronage of the Sacramento Pioneer Asso­ 
ciation, under whose auspices also the chil­ 
dren of the public schools visited the ex­ 
hibition in orderly array. 
As the children 
passed out they were all supplied with ap­ 
ples and oranges. The oranges were the 
gift of Dr. J. M. Frey and Mr. Boynton, 
and of the “ Directors," who raised a fund 
to purchase a supplem ental lot. The ap­ 
ples were the gift oí W . K. Strong & Co., 
Curtis Bros., and Gregory <fe Barnes. 
The attendance all day was large. 
At 
night there was a perfect jam . 
Music was 
furnished by the Hussar Band. The in­ 
terest day and night increased, and the ex­ 
am ination of exhibits by the people was 
such in intelligent earnestness oí inquiry 
as seldom is seen in a fair. 
Last night the 
following committee from the San F ran­ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce came up to 
visit the fair: 
Captain Oliver Eidridge. 
W illiam Norris. C. G. Hooker. Colonel 
George Gray, General J. F. H oughton. Col­ 
onel C. L. Taylor, Fred L. Castie, Frank 
W 'hittier.

The visitors were m et by a committee of 
th e Directory, escorted to their hotel and 
given a complimentary dinner, and then 
conducted to the fair. 
The visitors at once 
became profoundly interested, aud were 
outspoken in their surprise, pleasure and 
deep satisfaction, and frankly stated their 
opinion that the 
fair was a most im ­ 
portant event in the industrial history of 
the State. 
The addresses last night were by Prof. 
E. W . Hilgard, of the State University, D. 
N . H onn and E. M. Maslin, George \V. 
Chesley presiding, and introducing the 
speakers. The immense audience gave all 
the speakers close attention—better than 
on any other evening of the fair, and fre­ 
quently manifested approval by loud ap­ 
plause. We present the speeches below. 
A t the close of this report will be found a 
list of awards made. To-day and to night 
will close the fair, and the day will be es­ 
sentially Sacramento day. The band will 
be in attendance to-night* 
The Executive Committee 
m et at 8 
o ’clock last evening, Mr. Steffens in the 
chair. 
Mr. Morrison reported the result of 
his visit to San Francisco to consult with 
Mr. Goodman concerning transportation of 
the exhibits to Chicago, and men to conduct 
th e exhibition in that city. 
He stated that 
th e 
railroad 
company would transport 
free as m any cars of exhibits as requisite, 
and also an increased num ber of attend­ 
ants, probably five or more. The company 
also conceded the privilege of having a 
sm all adm ittance fee charged. The subject 
of selecting a manager to go to Chicago and 
have charge of the exhibition, was consid­ 
ered at length, and E. J. Gregory was 
unanim ously chosen.

It 
was decided to have the exhibits start next 
W ednesday. 
A d d ress o f D. N. H on n . 
Ladies and Gentlemen: This magnificent e x ­ 
hibit o f the productions of our valley, this gath­ 
ering o f the people who live in so many differ­ 
ent localities, these splendid offerings for the 
best productions w hich have been donated by 
the business men of your cit7 , the generosity of 
the railroad and express companies in trans­ 
porting this immense exhibit to and from Sacra­ 
mento, the great amount of labor and tim e ex ­ 
pended in collecting, prepaiing and placing it 
in the order in \\ hich you now see it. all ind i­ 
cate a general feeling on the part of those en­ 
gaged in this work that there is something 
wanting to make the couutry represented a 
happy, prosperous and wealthy one. to place its 
raned industries on a sure and permanent 
basis, to 


BUILD t l* AND MAINTAIN SCHOOLS, 
Churches, newspapers and business hom es, to 
promote moral, social and educational advan­ 
tages. to keep pace with other pans of our com ­ 
mon country. 
It indicates, too, a general awak­ 
ening to the fact that our Immense grain farms, 
stock ranches, vineyards aud orchards, owned 
and managed by a single man, whose employes 
are aliens, homeless, wifeless and child ess. áre 
enem ies to the general prosperity of the coun­ 
try, aud which, if continued, will in the end 
bring ruin to the many: and but small amount 
o f good to the few. 
It indicates further an al­ 
most universal desire upon the part of the coun­ 
ties represented to change the prevailing re­ 
gime, to invite to the country people from 
abroad who desire to build up small homes for 
them selves and their children—people who can 
MAKE A LIVING FROM TEN ACRES 
Of land and a fortune from forty acres ; people 
v h o are not ashamed or unwilling to hold and 
guide the plow, to plant aud care for a tree or a 
v in e ; people who w ill save their earnings to 
clothe aim educate their children, improve and 
beautify their hom es; who will make the Sab­ 
bath a «lay of rest instead o f to il; a people who 
w ill educate the young that “ vice is a monster 
o f so hideous mein that to be hated needs but 
to be seen.” 
It further indicates a desire to 
Sublish to the home searcher our facilities for 
ome-getting and hom e-m aking; 
to 
make 
known all the facts concerning climate, produc­ 
tions, soil, water, timber and m ineral—in short, 
all the resources and advantages, natural and 
artificial, which go to make one locality more 
desirable than another for the making of the 
horn e-nest. And now let us see for a moment 
WHAT WE HAVE TO OFFER 
In that line. Beginning, then, with Redding, 
in Shasta county, as our northern, and ending 
with Stockton, m San Joaquin county, as our 
southern line—or, putting it in other words, so 
that those who study the map of the State may 
more thoroughly understand the country meant, 
we w ill take a line from San Francisco due east 
across the State, as our southern line, and the 
conjunction of the great mountain rauges, the 
coast and Sierras, as the northern lim it, and we 
have an area of country over 200 miles in length 
by 63 in width, unsurpassed in fertility of soil, 
salubrity of climate, abundance of water, excel­ 
lence of timber and richness of mineral, by anv 
■country of similar area on the face of the earth. 
Two railroads and one navigable river traverse 
the entire country from north to south, connect­ 
in g the entire area by rapid and easy transit, 
and affording cheap freight rates to

THE GREAT CENTERS OF BUSINESS 
In the interior aud on the coast of our State, 
and connecting at either end with direct lines 
o f railroads to the East of the United States, 
and by steamer lines with the countries of the 
Old World ; these lines of limit also mark the 
division o f the raiufall in this State.

grow the cereals, one crop of vegetables, all de­ 
ciduous fruit trees and vines, without irriga­ 
tion. The lands offered for sale are. as a rule, 
desirable for divers'fled farming, aud will pro­ 
duce sure and abundant crops if 
properly 
cultivated aud tilled. The general healthful- 
liess is sim ply unsurpassed anywhere. There 
are health resorts and mineral springs in abun­ 
dance and endless variety. 
No lack of fuel, 
fencing or building jnaierial. 
All these we 
have to offer the home seeker, aud in so doing 
we claim , with no desire to Injure the best in ­ 
terests o f our southern neighbors, that we have 
m any points of advantage over them. First, 
our soil, in the entire area mentioned., is excel­ 
lent. and a purchaser of any forty-acre tract can 
produce a crop thereon, 
CAN GROW THE DECIDUOUS FRUIT 
And the grape to greater penection than can be 
done anywhere south of the line mentioned, and 
that, too, without an immense outlay of money 
for water. the heavens furnishing liim an ade­ 
quate supply. Our orange-growing l*elt is more 
extensive and perfect than that of the southern 
portion of the 8tate. because in it our temper­ 
ature is not so low during the rainy or winter 
season, and because the records show that in the 
pa6t fewer injurious frosts have occurred with 
us than with them . Our great valley and tribu­ 
tary country is so well watered that every foot 
o f its entire area can be placed under a com ­ 
plete system o f irrigation, and still have enough 
left to supply the southern h alf of the State. 
This can be accomplished with less outlay of 
capital than nas been expended in a single 
county soutn to obtain water for a lim ited dis­ 
trict.

We can not only grow the citrus and semi- 
tropical fruits, but the deciduous fruits can be 
grown with equal facility and equal in delicacy 
of flavor, Cnnnes6 of flesh, shipping and keep­ 
ing qualities, like fruitc growu in any part of 
the world. Our great advantage over the south 
for the homeseeker is the cheapness of our land 
w hen compared with the fabulous prices ob­ 
tained there. 
Lands are offered for from 110 to 
S100 per acre, according to location, imorove- 


ment and other advantages. 
Yet in face of all 
these points of superiority of climate, soil, water 
and cheap lands, the areal tide of immigration 
goes south. 
Why ? What do we lack 7 that this 
continues to be’ the cafe. When a practical, 
thorough-going man contemplates going into 
business, he studies the wants of tne ]>eople 
with whom he has to deal, the kind of goods 
they will require, and the styles w hich will 
meet their taste. 
Having settled these j>oints, 
he makes his purchases ami at once begins 
A JUDICIOUS SYSTEM OF ADVERTISING 
His goods, of letting the public know where he 
is. and what he has got. and the greater number 
lie can reach the greater will bis sales be. 
In­ 
deed, I believe business men will agree w ith me 
that many of them run specialties which they 
sell at cost, or even less, to attract attention, so 
that more g«>ods may be «old and greater profits 
realized. Now, what is true in business applies 
equally well to lands, and business principles 
must be observed as strictly in the one case as 
in the other. There is this difference however, 
lu the sale of lands the purchasers are more 
widely scattered, and more fastidious in their 
tastes aud requirements, and to meet these the 
field of advertising must be greatly enlarged, 
and much more expensive. 
WHAT ARE THE DEMANDS OF THE CUSTOMERS 
With whom we have to deal, v iz : the home- 
seekers who come to this coast “ < ’lím ate (semi- 
tropical'. water and timber (good and plentiful), 
soil that is productive, 10, 20. to and 80-acre 
tracts of land 
improved 
and 
unimproved, 
schools, churches, social and religious advant­ 
ages, railroad facilities, good roads, etc. 
Have 
you cot them? bjiend your money in telling 
people and letting them know it. The more you 
spend in that way the more people will come to 
see you 
We lock excursion trams, arriving tri­ 
weekly, consisting ot five, eight or ten carloads 
each, dropping weekly into our midst 1,000,1.500 
or 2,000 persons from the Ka>t. 
Survey your 
tract of land, run it off into small tract®, stake it 
out, number your lots, map it. place it the hands 
of a coiirteojjj», intelligent and sensible man, 
who will show it carefully and candidly to all 
who desire to see it. Advertise it yourself. Let 
the railroad companies know that exctusi mists 
will be met at the depot, taken care of, and 
shown what they want to see, aud you will have 
all the trains yoii wish. Who is to do this ? 


THE LAND OWNER. 
The man who owns 5,000 to 10,000 acres of 
land who is not willing to pay 5 per cent, and 
selling and advertising expenses, of say 81 to 
SI 50 per acre, never should fell. 
Yet there is 
where the great trouble lies: the large land­ 
owners o f the Sacramento valley are as a rule 
willing to sell in small tracts and pocket $25 per 
acre if some man who has made this a study 
for years w ill advertise and sell for a nom inal 
sum and furnish the m oney him self, or if the 
Immigration Societies which he helps to sus­ 
tain (maybe) to the amount of 810 per year will 
d o it for him. 
These societies are good, aud 
the more of them the better. 
They represent 
the business m en’s share o f the advertising, 
but I wish to repeat it, aud repeat it so em ­ 
phatically that every man who owns land or is 
interested in building up this valley will not 
forget it, that individual effort must do it. indi­ 
vidual effort is the only thing that will ever do 
it. An intelligent gentleman, a resident o f the 
•alley, says : r*Oh, I wish 
SOME ONE WOULD SUGGEST SOMETHING 
To build us up aside from advertising. 
I am 
sick of% eariug nothing but advertise, adver­ 
tise.” 
I wish to say to him in public that if he 
w ill furnish me 82 per acre to survey and adver­ 
tise the land he wishes to sell, that I will bind 
m yself to sell w ithin two years and pay him 
82 50 per acre net more than he is now w illing 
to take tor it. 
Individual effort and printer’s 
ink are the secrets of success of the southern 
portion of the State. 
Three hundred and fitty 
thousand dollars has been spent in Los Angeles 
county alone /o r advertising, and they have had 
the odds of geographical clim ate in their favor. 
How much more necessary for us then, who 
have the prejudice of latitude against us. to 
spend money freely in advertising our clim ate 
and resources. 


A d d ress o f E. W . M aslin. 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I was 
asked by the Directors io address m vself to­ 
night upon the subiect of “ The Grapevine.” 
I 
do not pretend to know much about the grape, 
aud therefore shall not have much to say about 
it. 
I am sim ply a student, trying to learn some­ 
thing about a culture that will tax the most in­ 
telligent and patient minds, and which engages 
with curious fascination the learning of the sci­ 
entific and the enthusiasm of the most imagi 
native. I shall not assume the role of teacher, 
but merely endeavor to point out the |>ossibili- 
ties which lie in grape culture, in the hops that 
i may turn even one person from the uncertain­ 
ties of a city life to the ceitaiuty and content­ 
ment of rural life. I wish to say something else, 
however. 
When I witness the throng of people 
gazing with eager admiration upou the fruits 
displayed I am tempted to ask. What came ye 
out to see ? And when you answer, as you must, 
to feast your eyes upon a scene of loveliness that 
only California herself can parallel, upon 
ORANGES THAT RIVAL IN GOLDEN HUE 
The gold in the soil whence they sprung, I am 
likewise tempted to exclaim . Behold! a greater 
than these is here. 
It Is the men who planted 
the trees in northern California which bore the 
fruit that now enchants your eyes. For. look 
you, there was no sordidness in toe mind that 
conceived the idea of planting an orange or a 
lemon, five, tan or twenty years ago. The seed 
or tree was planted from the love of beauty and 
adornment. Though the hand that did the la­ 
bor might have been calloused by toil, the spirit 
that inspired the act must have had a spark of 
poetic fire, and the heart that loved the tree was 
warm and gentle. 
It was a tree for home, and 
tor wife and child. These men deserve our 
honor, and the gratitude of our children, and I 
hope they w ill receive their reward. 
Neither is there much selfishness in the spirit 
that conceived the holding of this citrus fair. I 
take it, that it is intended to exhibit to our East­ 
ern brethren the resources of 
A LAND BI.ESSEI) BY KIND PROVIDENCE 
With sunny skies and fertile soil, to w h ic h we 
in v ite them , t h a t they may partake with us of 
the inestimable privileges we eD joy. 
We must 
confess t h a t it is somewhat with e n v y t h a t we 
p e rc e iv e t h e thousands of e m ig r a n ts settling in 
southern California, while we of northern Cali­ 
fornia can scarcely restrain them a day, as they 
pass tnrough the Capital city of th e State. 
I would not detract un iota (rom the claims 
of southern California. Her soil is fertile, the 
air is balmy, and there is a faith in values and 
earnestness of purpose in the people we do not 
witness here. 1 his portion of our State possesses 
as equally fertile soil, with 


A CLIMATE INFINITELY MORE BRACING, 
With navigable waters, which, in some measure, 
compel cheap transportation with a transconti­ 
nental railroad, which must, from climatic 
cause, be the carrier o* the lamest portion of the 
fruit product# of the State, and yet the accession 
to our population has. in the past five years,been 
very small. 
Why is it? The answer seems 
plain. There are a great many dead men in 
northern California. 
I do not wish to be offen­ 
sive, but the person of whom one of our local 
Eapcrs speaks, who, when asked if he would 
elp 
roll the ball.” replied. “ Oh ! this thing 
w ill move itself now,” is a type of the men 
whose energy is spasmodic, and who are inca­ 
pable of perceiving how, and with how much 
toree and zeal, and at what cost southern Cali­ 
fornia has presented her merits. 
It has been 
done 
BY THE MOST EXTENSIVE ADVERTISING, 
And by the pe reiste ut and constant use of the 
press. 
L*t me give you an illustration of the 
difference in m ethods: Placer countv in 1885 
carried off prizes at the State and Citrus Fairs, 
lu 1886 she was awarded at the State Fair the 
first prize for “ general exhibit.” 
At the Me­ 
chanics’ Fair, at San Francisco, she carried off 
six of the highest prizes for exhibition of fruit. 
There was not more than a mention of these 
successes in the local press. 
If Los Angeles 
couuty had been equally successful in a contest, 
it would have been telegraphed to eve: v city in 
the Union, painted on the rocks, blazoned on 
every wall, told in every guide-book, put into 
the hymns and creeds sufficed for editorials for 
a year, aud even the Court ot St. James would 
have heard of it. If you expect to entice im m i­ 
gration you must engage tne Press, and vour 
first duty is to 
SUPPORT GENEROUSLY YOUR LOCAL PAPERS. 
Subscribe for and write for the country press 
and your reward w ill be an buudred fold. An­ 
other advantage southern California has over 
our section is that the bankers and capitalists 
believe in the future of that lovely lana. It is 
art of my business to exam ine values in the 
tate, and I find that the margin of loans is 
wider in the south than it is here. If we expect 
to make rapid stridts we must have cheaper 
money. The principal o f taxing money is essen­ 
tially wrong. 
Money is not property. 
It is a 
mere vehicle of exchange. It is mine this mo­ 
ment: it is yours the next, and when it is taxed 
as it is in this State on a certain day, at a certain 
hour, it is merely taxed because it is unfortu­ 
nately in repose in the hands of some unfortu­ 
nate at that certain hour and day. It is a mis­ 
take to suppose that the capitalist pays the tax 
on money. 
He merely shifts the burden on the 
producing and using 


CLASS WHO USE THE MONEY. 
The same objection may be made to the taxa­ 
tion of improvements, as trees and vines are 
called. 
By taxing growing trees and vines be­ 
fore they become productive, you are simply 
handicapping enterprise and delaying the era 
of prosperity. This proposition I know will 
meet with some objection. 
Bnt this is not the 
place to thoroughly discuss it. It suffices for 
me merely to suggest, and let others concerned 
agitate the question. I w ill, however, put it in 
another shape, and ask : ” Would there be any 
valid objection to the State giving a bounty to 
whoever should plant ten acres of oranges ?*' Is 
not such a policy on a plane with a protective 
tariff which protects one industry at the expense 
of increase cost to the consumer ? Does not the 
8taio support, by appropriation of monev de­ 
rived from general taxation, the Viticultural 
Commission, ihe Horticultural 8ociety, and the 
silk culturists ? Why not adopt at once the sys­ 
tem of exem pting from taxation, say lor five 
years, growing vines and trees ’’ 
, 


AN ACCESSION TO OUR POPULATION 
Would tend much to solve the Chinese problem. 
The land in northern California w ill be divided 
into forty-acre tracts. 
Each forty-acre tract, 
properly planted into vines and trees, will need 
not less tnan four constant laborers. 
As soon 


as winter comes plowing begins. In the spring 
pruning occupies the tim e; in the summer cu l­ 
tivation and pruning, and in part of the sum­ 
mer and fall the u 'thering, drying and market­ 
ing of the fruit cLrnand constant toil. With 
those who come to buy land will come those 
who come to toil, and these, with the shifting 
thousands of laborers who find employment in 
our grain fields but tw ice a year, will displace 
the mass of Chinese laborers. 
It has been so often said, cantil it is now trite, 
that forty acres are enough, but such general 
expressions carry no conviction to Eastern peo­ 
ple. #They are so accustomed to large fields for 
farming purposes that it seems incredible that 
forty acres are enough to support a family. To 
present the truth to the practical man the Im­ 
migrant Aid Society mignt collect and print the 
experiences of 
A NUMBER OF TYPICAL HORTICULTURISTS, 
Showing 
the number of acres, and 
trees 
and vines, the varieties, products, receipts, 
and cost of cultivation. 
Much harm has been 
done by the publication of extraordinary yields, 
especially of grapes 
I read of a man the other 
day, and’l have no doubt it is true, who gath­ 
ered fortv-five tons of wine grape* from three 
and a half acres of laud. 
But he won’t do it 
next year, nor the next. The beginner, who is 
not experienced, who rationally prunes his 
vines, is disappointed when he compares the 
product of his land with such yields. The East­ 
ern man who is searching for a home, in com­ 
paring tne capacity of land, sets up a false 
standard, and if truthfully dealt with will not 
pay the true value of the land offered. The 
truth is. the nveiuge yield of a wjuie-grape vine­ 
yard. producing high-class grapes, is not over 
four toDs per acre. But isn’t that enough? At 
the price paid for the better class of grapes, 
such as are now being planted in the State, the 
return would be, if sold to the winery, say. $90. 
The cost of good cultivation and delivery will not 
exceed 830 per acre, leaving you a net prafit of 
800. Tliis is the plain truth. There may be excep­ 
tions. but it is due to unskilliuluess. or want of 
the right kind of grapes. Suppose the net profit 
should be 850, this would he the interest at 10 
per cent, per annum on 8500. If orange culture 
is equally profitable, is it any wonder that 
AN ACRE OF ORANGES, 
Ca dbe sold at Riverside for 81,000? I believe 
that an acre of land, containing a full-bearing 
vineyard over five years old, is worth, as an in­ 
vestment. not less than §1,000. Of course, there 
are conditions that the grapes are the best and 
suitable to the clim ate, aua that the vineyard 
is not too remote from a railroad. Is there any 
vocation in this State that offers, as viticulture, 
such certain returns; that affords one such a 
field for experiment, and that can be pursued 
amid the blessed surroundings o f home ? 
“ Cannot the production o f grapes be over­ 
done?” says the doubter. Let us exam ine the 
question. ’ After a certain point of production is 
reached for the hom e supply, we must look to 
the country east of the Sierras for our market. 
Now, the grape to supply that market must be 
sweet, large, showy and unbmised by transpor­ 
tation. Grapes w ill grow on any soil almost, 
but all soils will not produce a table grape. The 
land must be deep, loam y£ricli, and easily 
drained. In some sections the climate or soil, I 
do not know which, prevents the coloring o ’, 
say, the Tokay. In some sections the 
GRAPES ARE NEITHER EARLY NOR LATE, 
And they come, when ready for shipment, in 
competition with the Eastern grapes. ‘ You will 
perceive, therefore, that the area of California 
suitable fbr table grape-cultsre is somewhat cir­ 
cumscribed. It does not rim into the m illions 
o f acres, as some orators and writers are fond of 
declaring. Again, you must be near the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, or some of its branches, so 
that your fruit may be carried to the cars w ith­ 
out being bruised. Look at the map. and you 
w ill be convinced that if all the laud suitable 
for table grape-culture, .and likely to be so de­ 
voted, was so planted, that we shall not raise 
more than enough to supply the Eastern de­ 
mand. 
In 1885 in all the State there was 
planted of table grape : One-year old vines, 
3.171» acres ; 2 year-old, 5,200 acres ; 3-year-old, 
4,567 acres ; ami of 4-year and over, 6,253 acres— 
a total of 10,199 acres 
Now, suppose that in 
three years from now 20.000 acres were in bear­ 
ing, at an average 
YIELD OF TEREE TONS TO THE ACRE, 
There would be produced 120.000,000 pounds of 
grapes, or 60,000 tons, requiring 6,000 cars for 
transportation. This seems to take one’s breath 
away, but when we know that from the Los 
Angeles section there was sent East 2,000 cars o f 
citrus fruit. 1 think it easy to believe in the 
capacity of our Eastern brethren to consume all 
the grapes that California can raise. 
We must 
also reflect that the average 
production of 
grapes suitable for shipment per acre is not 
three tons, the best being selected and the re­ 
mainder sold to the wineries. 
But I think that ourchielest and most reliable 
industry will be the making of wine, aud in 
this respect 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA HAS NO RIVAL IN THE 
SOUTH. 
We are masters o f the field. 
Byron said that 
man, being reasonable, must get drunk, but 
with a wise philosophy he might have truth­ 
fully said, being reasonable, man w ill drink. 
W e’ are daily brought face to face with the 
drink question. 
The paupers, the drunkards, 
the insane, are used constantly as illustrations 
against the use of alcoholic drinks. Statesmen 
w ill tell you that the law is ineffectual to 
restrain the indulgence of the appetite for 
strong drink. Scientists w ill tell you that the 
effects of fermented liquor is essentially differ­ 
ent from that produced by distilled liquors. 
That only in those countries whose inhabitants 
uses distilled liquors is drunkenness found, and 
that in wine-producing countries the people 
are light-hearted, joyous, industrious aud con­ 
tented. I deal with this question as I find it, 
aud as a matter o f conscience I am in favor of 
WINE-MAKING AS A PURELY TEMPERANCE MOVE­ 
MENT. 
From the tim e when Noah planted a vineyard 
to that blessed tim elat Cana ot Galilee, when 
” The conscious water saw Its God and blushed,” 
and thence to the present time, men have drank 
wine. 
California is to be the great temperance socie­ 
ty of the Union, teaching men to use the bless­ 
ings of God without abusing them. 
There need be no fear of the over production 
o f good, cheap wine. I do not want to be dreary 
with statistics, but let me tell you that before 
the phylloxera attacked the vines of France that 
country Produced nearly 2,000,000,000 gallons of 
wine. That amount must be supplied from 
somewhere, to fill the “ aching vola 
made by 
the ravages of the insect. The French may do 
it by sophistication and adulteration, but 


IT IS THE OPPORTUNITY OF CALIFORNIA 
To educate the people of the United States to a 
taste for simple, pure, cheap, healthy wines. 
Mr. Gundlach estimates the vintage of this

In 1885 there were of wine grapes planted, of 1 
year old, 15.549 acres; 2 years old, 19,378 acres; 
3 years old, 21,495, and of 4 years old. 21.405 
acres, making a total of 91,488 acres. 
I think It 
possible that thejabove is an underestimate, as 
it is reported by the Assessors. At any rate, it 
will not be long before we w ill Droduce 50.000,­ 
000 gallons of wine. We have been struggling 
long to obtain the recognition of our wines, ana 
the day has now come. Everybody but a snob 
recognizes the fact that in California to-day 
there cau be obtained a better claret, or Ries­ 
ling, or Burgundy than is generally imported to 
this country. The purity of our wines commend 
them. In Paris, lately, the Commissioner of 
Agriculture obtained 123 samples of wine sold 
in the shops, and had them analyzed, and of 
that numl>er only seven were made from the 
grape, the remainder were merely manufact­ 
ured. When we have the bravery to call boldly, 
wherever w e go, 
FOR CALIFORNIA WINES, 
Then we shall receive the reward we merit. I 
like the boldness of our friend. Foster, who 
placed side by side with his raisins the best box 
of Dehesia raisins and challenged comparison. 
He was as bold and firm as Athanodus. Placer 
county and Foster against the world, he said. 
To tnose contemplating the growing of wine 
grapes, I have this caution to m ak e: 
Tne phylloxera has devastated the vineyards 
of France, and m illions of dollars have been 
spent to repair the damages and arrest destruc­ 
tion. The insect is in California, and though its 
progress is slow, there is nothing but one thing 
to prevent its spreading over the State. That 
thing is to plant resistant roots. Sometimes I 
feel that I, with some others, may be likened 
to Jeremiah in our lamentations over 
THE PERSISTENCY OF TEOPLE 
In planting vines on their own roots. There are 
many people whom I have met this year who 
proposed to plant, who never heard of resistant 
vines, and I take this occasion to enforce the cau­ 
tion. 
Resistant roots, i. e., Riparia, Rupestris and 
California, can be purchased as cheaply as any 
other roots, and in the second year can be 
grafted for about 810 per acre. The advantage 
of such grafting is, that besides being safe from 
insect depredations, the vines produce more 
abundantly, and the buds expanding later than 
the buds of ungrafted vines, are thus saved 
from the danger of frost. In the meantime you 
can be studying the variety of grape you wish 
to raise. Climate, soil, exposure, and your pe­ 
cuniary condition w ill determine the kind. 
Whatever you do, 
DO NOT PUT OPT THE MISSION GP.1PE, 
If you are concerned in m aintaining the present 
credit of California for high cla?s wines. An­ 
other piece of advise I would give is to be pre­ 
pared to make your own wine. Your profit will 
. be one-third more than if you sold to the winery, 
j 
Lo not be carried away with the ambition to 
1 be a large vineyardist. 2 here is a lim it to the 
care a man can give a vineyard. When he goes 
beyond that he will fail, no matter how excel­ 
lent is his superintendent. The thousand-acre 
man can never produce a high wine, nor can he 
have any happiness under his vine. The charm 


o f rural life is destroyed by the perplexities of 
so large an estate. 
I have trespassed too much upon your tim e, 
ami w ill close. I have the highest hopes for 
THE FUTURE OF CALIFORNIA. 
Our boys are growing np to take our places. 
What cau they do for a living ? The Trades 
Unions shut them out from every chance to learn 
trades, if, indeed, there are any trades to learn ; 
the professions of law aud m edieine are crowded, 
ana a boy may be a clerk for years, and yet be 
is only a clerk. 
I kno w of no life comparable 
to that of an intelligent and skillful vineyardist. 
It will engage all his learning, and bring him 
into contact with the keenest and most progress­ 
ive minds in the state. He w ill not rust out 
with forty acres o f grapes about Mm. 
With thene foothills of the lordly Sierras fes­ 
tooned with vines, and homes on every hillside 
shaded by the green and gold of the orange, and 
when our sons and daughters shall tnm from the 
illusive pleasures of city life to the enduring 
charm and contentment o f country Ufe, when 
wine and oil are the gladness of our domestic 
table, then the Golden Age will have come : 
then California w ill have achieved her destiny. 
R em ark * o f P ro fesso r K. W . Hilgart*. 
On being introduced, Professor Hilgard, of the 
State University, said that he was not prepared 
to deliver an address. 
He came up from San 
Francisco, having a spare moment.* to see how 
the citrus exhibit of this year compared with 
that of last season. He did not see last year's 
exhibit utftil it was removed from this city to 
San Francisco. 
He was pleased with this e x ­ 
hibit. That of last year was good: this one is 
ven r much better. It seems inexcusable that 
this country should have been so long neg­ 
lected. Our Eastern friends are just now being 
enlightened upon the capabilities of our sou 
aud 
THE SALUBRITY OF OUR CLIMATE, 
Facts long since known to our people, but un­ 
heard ot outside our home circle. The unpleas­ 
ant odor of our exhausted gold m ines has not 
yet departed from the nostrils of the gold-seekcr. 
He ye» believes that El Dorado and Placer are 
not capable of any other product. He must soon 
realize, as all others now do, that the diversified 
products of our foothill soil are more profitable 
thau was ever the gold product. 
Upon the fruit 
and wine industries depends the future pros­ 
perity of California. He said he had au oppor­ 
tunity last year of testing some of the citrus 
fruit of northern California after it had been 
exhibited at the citrus lairs both in this city and 
San Francisco. The experiments could not be 
called a lair test, as the fruit had not been 
plucked with that purpose in view, yet not­ 
withstanding these facts 
THE RESULT WAS HIGHLY GRATIFYING. 
The present boom in southern California was 
the result o f two things: first, her meritorious 
fruit and climate; seqpnd, judicious advertising. 
The citrus products of this section are good. 
Home of the best oranges you have here are ac­ 
cidental seedlings—fruit without a name. Out 
of eighteen samples the average of acids was 
within .02 of a per cent, of those of Riverside. 
That is not a bad showing. He could not say so 
much about the sugar, tor it tv as too near the 
tim e when the orange loses its sugar. One sam­ 
ple, however, came within one-quarter of one 
per cent, as much as the Riverside, which is au 
excellent showing. This was 
A BUTTE COUNTY SEEDLING. 
It was very near the maximum of the Riverside 
orange. 
Yon must understand that there are 
clim atic differences between this section and 
that of Riverside. You must rot select the best 
variety from Riverside, and expect that it will 
do as w ell here as there. Home varieties of 
grapes do better in the south than here. Others 
produce and ripen to perfection here that are a 
failure in the south 
The best varieties of pears 
and apples grown in the two sections are not 
the same in either. 
A good fruit in the north 
may prove worthless in the south, and vice 
versa. 
Why should the orange be an excep­ 
tion ? The navels grown in northern California, 
an Australian variety, are very different from 
those growu at Riverside. They have more acid 
and le>s sugar. 
He regretted that the samples 
sent him were not accompanied with the name 
of grower 


AND LOCALITY WHERE PRODUCED. 
He agreed with Mr. Maslin upon the proposi­ 
tion that wine-making was in the interest of 
temperance. The prohibitionists were on the 
wrong track. Teach the people to drink pure light 
wines, and whisky and distilled liquors will be 
discarded and the people will become more 
temperate. Make good, pure wines and you 
w ill aid the cause of true temperance. 
He 
thought the tim e would come when Europe 
would import largely of California wines, 
we 
already have a monopoly in the United States, 
and soon will have au established reputation in 
all the foreign countries. 


THE FOOTHILLS OF EL DORADO 
And Placer paise as good grapes and produce as 
good wine as any other portions of the Htate. 
One thing that had militated against those 
counties in the past was that the wine made 
there was inferior. This, it has been ascer­ 
tained, is not b cause the grape^ are not suited 
for choice w it es, but because the vineyardists 
did uot have a proper knowledge as to how to 
make good wine. Good wine i* like a baby. It 
must be nursed to make it good. Quality and 
not quantity is what gives 
REPUTATION TO A WINE COUNTRY. 
In southern California thev irrigate a ereat 
deal because thev need it badly. Jn nortnem 
California we need but little; our water comes 
enough and at the proper tim e from the heavens. 
In setting out orange trees be sure and not get 
trees that have been irrigated. Trees forced by 
irrigation are not suitable for transplanting. 
Nursery trees should not be irrigated, aud never 
irrigate a tree if you can get along without it. 
You who now irrigate might get along with less 
irrigation if you would cultivate the soil more. 
Less water and more m uscle expended on the 
hoe and plow w ill produce hardier trees and 
better fruifc 
A d d itio n a l E xh ib its. 
The following is intended to close and 
round out our notes of all the exhibits. If 
any have been om itted it is due to the fact 
that a goodly num ber are not marked with 
the exhibitor s name, and still more are 
misplaced. The counties with sm all ex­ 
hibits have nearly all suffered by such ex­ 
hibits being scattered here and there, and 
this is due in turn to their having failed to 
reserve space and not coming in until every 
nook and corner was crow ded:

S a n J o a q u i n —San Joaquin is the casket 
of a great portion of the San Joaquin val­ 
ley, drained by the river of that name.

is as nearly in the center of the State as 
can be.

it 
has

square miles. 
It is essentially a wheat- 
growing county, but it raises grapes large­ 
ly, fruits to a large extent, and oranges, 
lemons, olives, etc., to some extent. 
So 
little attention has been given to citrus 
fruits because the interest centers in grain- 
growing and the soil Í9 not uniformly 
favorable. 
The north end of the county 
has a sandy loam, deep and easy to work, 
and well watered, and timbered with wil­ 
lows, sycamores and oaks, and is capable 
of producing the best kind of citrus fruits. 
The west side 
of

section is the 
great watermelon 
producing area. The 
southern 
part 
of 
the 
valley, 
south 
of 
French 
Camp 
slough 
and 
west 
from San Joaquin plains, is level and 
sandy and useless back to Farm ington 
black lands. 
This part needs irrigation. 
West of the river the land also needs irri­ 
gation. The foothills has soil from dark 
to light loam and red gravelly land. The 
climate is warm and especially favorable 
to earth 
growth 
proauction 
in great 
luxuriance. 
The county is a rich and 
prosperous 
one, and 
its 
lands 
as a 
whole capable of all vine, tree 
and 
grain growth that is attempted anywhere 
in the State. 
Its exhibits at the fair are 
few, as little effort was made, and that by 
only a few and at a late hour. San Joaquin 
will not certainly be left behind another 
time.

Located at the door of 
San Francisco, with warm valleys, near the 
coast, gentle foothills and some Coast Range 
mountains, fertile and tillable to their tops, 
she has the coast breezes, and hence is a 
little later in products than more central 
and warmer sections. 
H er soil is very 
much varied in character, with only a trifle 
that is not to be classed exceeding good or 
first-class. She raises all the cereals, fruits 
and vines, and has mineral and other pro­ 
ducts. She makes but a small exhibir, as 
no one took it in hand, but after the first 
day of the fair a few citizens hurried to­ 
gether a few exhibits. 
The truth is, not 
ail our counties have been awakened fully 
to the great benefits of the fair, but the 
lesson received this year will not be 
lost upon them now. Santa Clara shows :

C osta—Lies between the San 
Pablo and Suisun Bays on the west and 
north, Alameda county on the south, and 
the San Joaquin river and county on the 
east. 
It is a rich and fertile county of 809 
square miles, of which 105 are great valley, 
25 tule, 625 Coast Range (low hills), and 
small valleys 625. 
It is a warm county, 
with bay breezes. The surface is largely 
hilly, with one m ountain (Mount Diablo), 
rising 3,896 feet. She has several rich, 
well-watered 
valleys, 
and 
her 
soil 
greatly 
varies, 
bnt 
we 
have 
not 
space now needful to describe the great 
num ber of kinds. Y et we may say that 
better farm ing land cannot be found than 
can be had in Contra Costa’s rich little val­ 
leys. 
Dairy industries, fruit and grain- 
growing, coal-mining and fishing are her 
chief industries. She stands eighth among 
grain-growing counties as to amount, but 
among the first as to quality. Most of her 
valleys are notable as being totally exempt 
from frost—due to topographical formation 
and the hill-locked character of these gar­ 
den spots. 
Fruits of all kinds grow lux­ 
uriantly. Citrus fruits have been but lit­ 
tle grown, because no 
one has given 
thought to the matter, deciduous fruits and 
grains absorbing attention. It is a very 
ho .ithful county, free from m any causes of 
disease that elsewhere prevail, and has a 
reputation that registers very high in the 
sanitary record. 
These exhibits are on 
display at the fa ir: A. E. M artin, near Mar­ 
tinez, two varieties oranges ; C. Fish, near 
Martinez, lem ons; C. E. Webster, near 
Martinez, oranges and lemons. 
Amador.—Amador is a fruit-growing, 
grazing, 
lumbering 
and 
grain-growing 
county. 
It is mountainous in the east, 
with rolling hills in the west. There are a 
num ber of charm ing and rich valleys, pro­ 
ducing fruit luxuriantly. Coal is largely ( 
m ined in Amador. The county lies south 
of El Dorado, north of Calaveras, east of 
San Joaquin 
The climate is equable, nei­ 
ther very cold nor warm. The soil is sandy 
and gravelly loam, with red soil on the 
uplands. There is plentiful waterfall, and 
yet for irrigation no county is better situ­ 
ated, ditch properties of vast value and ex­ 
tent being at the command of the farmer. 
The healthfulness of the county is notable. 
The county is prosperous, the people well- 
to-do. 
Quartz m ining is a large industry, 
and the county is second in the list of gold- 
producing counties. 
Land is cheap, and 
nearly every acre in the county can be cul­ 
tivated. The upper part of the county has 
tine turnpikes, and the lower part has rail­ 
road connection. 
Vast quantities of virgin 
tim ber crown the hills and are of great 
value. Amador, though so large a fruit­ 
growing county, makes a small showing at 
the fair, because there has been as yet no 
citrus organization formed. J. A. Scott, of 
Oleta, shows fine apples, cork oak, tree 
wood, etc. There are shown a few oranges, 
some dried fruits, etc. 
J. Northup, near 
Lancha Plana, shows fine seedling oranges 
in boxes and clusters, Japanese persim­ 
mons. Miss Cora Vanderpool, Plym outh, 
exhibits a handsome lot of flowers. 
C a la v e r a s—All we have said as to con 
formation, soil, fruit capacity, timber, irri­ 
gation and rainfall applies to Calaveras, 
which 
lies 
beside the former. Cala­ 
veras last year took the first prem ium 
for the best oranges. 
This year her ex­ 
hibit is light, though her capacity has aug­ 
mented. 
It is all due to lack of organiza­ 
tion. Calaveras is a fertile, fruit-growing 
and a mining county, with prosperous peo­ 
ple in small homes and general content. 


T he clim ate is very fine, the air pure, light 
and invigorating. 
Calaveras shews these 
exhibits :

A l a m e d a .—This county lies opposite to 
San Francisco. It is a warm valley and 
foothill county. 
Ail its soil is exceeding 
fertile, and nearly all under the highest 
state of cultivation. 
Its lands rate high, its 
homes are notable for the beauty of their 
surroundings. The county grows nearly 
everything possible to name that at all at­ 
taches to the claims of any part of Califor­ 
nia. Alameda makes but a light exhibit, 
for the reason that it is too early for her 
more moist climate, and that there is lack 
of organization. 
Besides, she is suburban 
to San Francisco, and all her tribute is to 
that place, and is so commercially great 
that she does not feel the need for new ad­ 
ditions of population by immigration.

There is a phase of “ woman's rights," 
says an exchange, which seems to escape 
the consideration it deserves, and that is 
the right of a young woman to remain 
ángle if she desires to do so.

A 
woman ought not by social pressure to be 
urged into marriage when she has no de- 
3ires that way. or has at least found no man 
to whom her judgment and affections alike 
incline. Certainly, not to marry is better 
than to marry badly, and if it were not for

affair, 
there 
would 
be 
fewer foolish unions of the kind. A young 
woman displays first-rate sense and fine 
character in refusing to marry unless all 
the conditions are satisfactory, and she has 
abundant reason to be satisfied with her 
course when she looks around and notes 
the ill-assorted people, who find the mar­ 
riage institution a daily yoke that grows no 
easier with the wearing. 
Suppose, then, the eloquent chatterers 
about the rights of women take this mat­ 
ter in hand, drop the siliy “ old m aid” 
sneer and attirm the wisdom of not marry­ 
ing for mere marrying sake, or to plsce 
any social dictum on the subject. The 
Sunday issue of the New York World con­ 
tains a budget of communications purport­ 
ing to come from young men and women 
on the theme of matrimony. It seems to 
be taken for granted in these scribblings 
that it is imperative to get married some­ 
how. This is an idea that has done harm 
to many women, and the women them­ 
selves have kept it alive and active. It 
needs a thorough overhauling and revision. 


SHORT VISITS 
ARE T H E BEST. 
It is not always wise to make a rule that 
no one is to be admitted during the even­ 
ing : on the contrary, a guest may be heart­ 
ily welcomed if it is known at the outset 
that he has come for a short time, that he 
is cheerful, and friendly, and amusing ; 
and, in short, worth listening to and enter­ 
taining. From the boresome visitor at all 
times, good Lord, deliver us. But the ill- 
conceived gloom that settles down upon 
one t'red face after another, while the clock 
3trikes the succeeding half hours, and each 
member of the family in turn comes de­ 
spairingly to the rescue of the faltering 
conversation, is a deplorable thing. We 
are responsible for the state of our con­ 
sciences, and if we have allowed them to 
become so dull that they do not give us the 
unmistakable warning to go away, then we 
must not fret if we are warded off, dreaded 
and called bores. I was delighted to hear 
some one say, not long ago, that she did not 
think she had any right to spend two hours 
at a time with any friend, without a special 
invitation, since it could not fail to be an 
interruption, and it gave joy to my heart 
that one person so respected the rights of 
others. Picture some one, who has assured 
him self that he is not likely to find amuse­ 
ment under his own roof, setting forth in 
3earch of a more agreeable place in which 
to spend the evening. He hunts from door 
to door, finding that one family has honest­ 
ly paid its money and gone to a play, an­ 
other is dining out, the third enjoying its 
invited guests, while at the fourth he is met 
with the information that the ladies are en­ 
gaged. Perhaps at the fifth he gains an 
entrance. 
One person rises hurriedly from the sofa; 
another comes reluctantly from a desk, 
where some notes and letters must be writ­ 
ten at some time during that evening, and 
the stricken group resigns itself to the de­ 
mands of friendship and society. 
The 
master of the house returns presently to his 
vocation, with a brave excuse. It may be 
8 o’clock when the guest comes; it may be 
9, and he may be kind-hearted and unob­ 
jectionable. he may even be profitable and 
entertaining; but he stays until after 10; 
everybody thinks that he never means to 
go, and inwardly regrets his presence. For 
half an hour he couid have felt sure of 
welcome; in that time he certainly could 
have said and done all that was worth 
doing, and have been asked to stay longer, 
or to come again soon, when he took leave. 
There is no greater compliment and 
iribute to one’s integrity than to be fairiy 
entreated to sit down for ten minutes 
longer. 
Of course, we treat each other 
civilly in an evening visit, bu: it is a great 
deal better to come awav too soon than to 
stay too late. In a busy, over-worked and 
over-hurried city life, nothing is so precious 
as a quiet evening to one’s self, or even a 
part of one. We all wish—or ought to 
wish—to make life pleasant for ourselves 
and other people, and are ready to be gen­ 
erous even with our time; but no one likes 
to b e plundered and defrauded. It is the 
underlying principle of our neighbor’s 
action and conduct toward us which makes 
us thankful or resentful when he comes to 
visit us.—Atlantic Monthly. 


HOW TO CLEAR W H IT E OSTRICH 
FEA THERS. 
I am very fond of nice white feathers. I 
had often tried to clean them according to 
given rules, using either Castile or curd 
3oaps, but they never satisfied me. They 
had, though perfectly clean, a dingy yel­ 
lowish look that was almost as bad as dirt. 
An authority toid me that you could never 
clean them at home because of the sulphur 
used in bleaching white feathers. Believing 
this I left off trying, until one day this 
summer some very dirty white feathers 
were wanted cleaned in a great hurry, and 
there was not time to send them to the 
cleaner's. So I descended to the kitchen 
and took possession of the sink. Into a 
glazed puncheon I put as much of mild 
soap powder as would be used to wash a 
flannel garment, poured upon this about 
three pints of boiling water and stirred in 
a very good squeeze of the blue-bag, till my 
lather in fact was quite a fashionable bright 
olue tint. As soon as I could bear my 
hands in the iather I took a feather, and, 
holding it in my right hand, immersed it 
in the lather and drew it between the 
thumb and fingers of my left hand, gently 
squeezing out the lather and dirt. This I 
kept on repeating till the lather was dirty, 
and my feathers, though the well-known 
yellowish dingy hue, showed no longer 
signs of soil. Then I took a clean, warm 
water and rinsed out the soap; then an­ 
other warm water tinged very strongly with 
the blue-bag. That not making them white 
enough, I used another rinse water even 
more blue, and stirred my feathers well 
about in it. This time they looked to be 
dyed a Cambridge blue. I thought that 
would do, so gave them a quick rinse under 
the cold water tap, then beat the water out 
of them gently on the palm of my hand ; 
took them to the fire, which was clear and 
hot, and waved them about in front of it 
til! the plumage expanded. 
Before they 
were quite dry I began to curl them, still 
in front of the fire. 
Having a pair of 
scissors that when shut are nicely rounded, 
I used them for the purpose of curling, 
taking care to pull my strands of plumage 
slowly and not with tension sufficient to 
break them ; they curled much quicker 
near the fire. When finished I was for the 
first time perfectly satisfied with white 
feathers cleaned by myself. Evidently the 
secret lies in using a soap not adulterated 
with soda and in not being atraid of the 
blue bag. A friend had some feathers 
cleaned professionally at the same time, 
but mine looked every whit as good as 
hers. 
All colored feathers I clean the 
3ame way, minus the blue. 
Very pretty 
cream tints can be obtained by making a 
hot rinse of either very strong black tea or 
3trong coffee, about a tablespoonful to a 
pint of water used boiling. Biack feathers 
—when I clean them I find it best to make 
a strong decoction of ivy leaves (large 
sort), about half a dozen to the pint of i 
water, strain, make it hot again and mix I

soap powder as for w hite feathers, but no ¡ 
There are a num ber of unexpended bal- 
blue.

BREAKFAST FOOD. 
Over and over again have I advocated 
the use of oatmeal in these columns. 
For 
breakfast and supper w hat a stay and sup­ 
port to life is good porridge I 
Not over­ 
long boiled. however, and m ade of a me­ 
dium oatmeal, and eaten w ith butter or 
m ilk, or both. 
Oat-cakes again—not the horrid imita­ 
tion they sell at the confectioners , but 
wholesome home griddle-baked cakes— 
with nothing in them l uf oatmeal and salt 
and a pinch of carbonate of soda, are ex­ 
cellent. 
As to fiour and bread. I am. of course a 
firm believer in the whoie-meal oread, in 
which there is more nutriment and less 
binding qualities. Bread should never be 
eaten new. It should be a day old at least. 
Even toast ought to be made from stale 
bread. Toast should be thin and allowed 
to cool, if for breakfast: but toast for tea 
may be, and is better, thick. Here is my 
receipt: Cut the slices from a loaf a d ay 
old with a strong, sharp knife; iet the 
slices be one inch thick or more. Toast 
them slowly, then butter abundantly, 
pricking the surface with the knife's point 
that the butter may run well in. Crush 
the edges of the toast with the back of the 
knife, sprinkle a little sait over the surface, 
and eat while hot. 
But, independent of oatmeal and fiour, 
there are many valuable farinaceous foods 
which are, unhappily for óur population, 
made to take a back seat in the scale of 
diet. Lentils, peas, beans and maize are 
among the numbsr. 
If those who sutler from dyspepsia could 
only begot firmly to believe that frequent 
change of diet is most essential to weil-be 
ing, and, believing this, were to give these 
farina a fair trial, thousands among them 
would be restored to health and be dyspep­ 
tics no longer. 
There was a pamphlet written some years 
ago called “ One Hundred Ways to Cook 
Eggs.” I have no idea what these hun­ 
dred ways were, nor even a tenth of them, 
but as eggs are so very nutritious and easily 
digested, dyspeptics would do weli to learn 
some of the many methods of rendering 
them palatable.— Cassells Family Magazine. 


PARIS FASHION ROTES. 
The woolen materials prepared in Paris 
are nearly all checks and plaids—the latter 
mostly of the fancy kinds, allied to no 
clan. 
They are interwoven with the ma­ 
terial in smooth lines, and also appear as 
upstanding velvets and plush checks. The 
coloring is extremelv loud. The Y-shaped 
bodices are fashionably worn in Paris, and 
the silk, or any material of which the 
dres3 is made, is so arranged that it can be 
invisibly fastened in, and thus make the 
dress high and closed at will. 
Many of the check and plaid dresses are 
trimmed with plaiD material, which fills 
in Y-shape. For several white crape is 
used for the purpose, or coarse-grained 
crape of any tone that blends with the 
toilet. All gowns worn by young ladies 
would seem to be made not only with 
sashes, but with shoulder-knots to match ; 
and this is a dressy style, and much enliv­ 
ens a dark tone of material. 
Heliotrope and white in checks form one 
of the most fashionable combinations of 
the moment. For evening, also for full- 
dress morning wear, muslin and lace 
fichus, square and doubled across, are tied 
about the chest. 
Panier trimmings are finding more and 
more favor. I note that many of the 
evening gowns have them, when’ they are 
called bouffants. They are, in fact, a posi­ 
tive puff,’ fastened with bows, and these 
generally are of moire ribbon. 
Redingotes and casaques—survivors of 
the old polonaise—are a style which the 
leading French dressmakers favor ; and an­ 
tique jewelry being so much worn, old but­ 
tons of all kinds have been hunted up, and 
yon cannot do wrong in using any kind, 
always supposing they are old. 
Sume of the old and some of the new 
buttons are larger than our crown-piece. 
Those of the lightest tone of mother-of- 
pearl in this size are placed on the woolen 
redingotes for autumn wear. 
Toques have held their own more in 
France than in England ; but the newest 
differ in the crowns and brims from those 
worn heretolore—the latter are straw or 
velvet, the former either silk, with pin­ 
point spots, or made of the same stuff as 
the dress. The most wonderful novelties 
in hats are made in bright-colored straws, 
in form like a shell, embroidered all over, 
and with a sort of wing at the side.

The Restaurantes says: Waste in the 
kitchen is very often great from apparent 
trivial sources. 
In cooking meats, the water is thrown 
out without removing the grease, or the 
grease from the dripping pan is thrown 
away. 
Scraps of meat are thrown away. 
Cold potatoes are left to sour and spoil. 
Dry fruits are not looked after and be­ 
come wormy. 
Vinegar and sauce are left standing in 
tin. 
Apples are left to decay for want of 
“ sorting over.” 
The tea canister is left open. 
Victuals are left exposed to be eaten by 
mice. 
Bones of meat and the carcass of turkey 
are thrown away, when they could be used 
in making good soujfc. 
Sugar, tea, coffee and rice are carelessly 
spilled in the handling. 
Soap is left to dissolve and waste in the 
water. 
Dish towels are used for dish cloths. 
Napkins are used for dish towels. 
Towels are used for holders. 
Brooms and mops are not hung up. 
More coal is burned than necessary by 
not arranging dampers when not using the 
fire. 
Lights are left burning when not used. 
Tin dishes are not properly cleansed and 
dried. 
Good new brooms are used in scrubbing 
the kitchen floors. 
Silver spoons are used in scraping kettles. 
C ream is left to mold and spoil. 
Mustard is left to spoil in the cruse, etc. 
Vinegar is allowed to stand until the tin 
vessel becomes corroded and spoiled.

I invite you to dine with m e to-day, dear 
friends, a la Mexicana. As I am m yself a 
guest, we m ust touch the subject tenderly, 
for—w hile’ the truth may be to ll at all 
tim es—we would not abuse the generous 
hospitality shown us everywhere in Mexico, 
by indulging in invidious omparisons. 
In a spirit of mutual good teeling, then, 
remembering that customs of ail lands dif­ 
fer. and that a Mexican would probably 
find as much to object to in our methods as 
we in his, let us repair to the dining-room- 
Generally the most welcome words that 
creet mv ears are 


‘•VAMOS A 
CO M ER" 
(“ Let us go to dinner” ), for in Mexico 
nobody breakfasts A m erican fashion, but 
takes only a tiny cup of chocolate or coffee 
with a little loaf of Mexican bread, which 
resembles a 
badly-" raised” 
breakfast 
biscuit, w ithout butter or other accom­ 
panim ent, imm ediately on arising. That 
is the desayuno or ahnorzue. 
Among the 
upper classes tbe real breakfast is much like 
an Am erican dinner, served in various 
courses, accompanied by wines, and gen- j 
erally oc urs between 11 o’clock a . m . and '■ 
2 in the afternoon. 
As may be imagined. I 
by that hour our w ealthy Y'ankee appetites ! 
are “ sharp set” enough to do justice to any | 
menu, however unguessable a conundrum i 
the ingredients of the dishes may be. 
Unlike other rooms of tbe house, the 
comedor (dining-room) is often not even I 
tiled with brick, cemented, or floored at j 
a il; but its hard surface, though worn into 
hollows here and there, is carefully swept ¡ 
and kept as sweet and clean as would not 
be possible with carpets in this insect- 
breeding country. Of course there are 
houses, especially in the City of Mexico, 
where the dining-room is a m arvel of lux­ 
ury ; but we are speaking of that of the 
average well-to-do Mexican, and of the 
casa, like thousands of its class, which lias 
been m y home for m any m onths. 
In 
Mexico carpets are a comparatively rare 
luxury in any part of the house—and very 
sensibly, for the tiled floors, or those of 
cement, tinted in soft colors and shining 
like marble, are m uch more beautiful and 
suited to the tropical climate. 
The comedor of m y tem porary hom e 
opens into the sunny inner court, which at 
this tim e of the year is full of fruits and 
flowers. 
Being paved with rough stones, 
the court is raised a few inches above tbe 
ievel of tbe dining-room, and therefore 
when the brief torrents of rain come, 
which are common in this latitude, a small 
flood pours in and forms sm all lakes in the 
hollows made by m uch shoving about of 
chairs, which the servants m ake haste to 


BALE OUT W ITH PLATES. 
The one enorm ously wide window is of 
course barred on the outside, and its m as­ 
sive inner shutters—w ithout slats, made 
exactly like those of a shop or barn—are 
never unclosed. 
This house, like m any 
others in the interior of Mexico, has not a 
pane of glass anywhere, but its great win­ 
dows, with their deep ledges and protecting 
bars, are “charm ingly quaint and pictur­ 
esque—after you get used to the fashion so 
foreign to Anierican ideas. 
As there is no com m unicating passage 
between dining-room and kitchen, the 
outer door of tbe former stands always 
hospitably open, both in sum m er and w in­ 
ter, for otherwise it would be as dark as a 
dungeon unless the shutter were uncloset), 
and in the latter case (the great window 
opening directly on the street) the leperos 
and other gamin would sw arm around in 
such num bers that enjoym ent of the meal 
would be impossible. 
In rather incongruous contrast to the dirt 
floor is a handsom e mahogany sideboard, 
with m uch glassware shining upon it, some 
distracting pieces of old blue china, and 
queer articles of Guadalajara pottery, in the 
line of water jars, etc.. which we long to 
possess. The corners of the room are 
adorned with wash-stands, with bowl and 
towel accompaniment, the convenience of 
which is by and by apparent in lieu of 
finger-bowls. 
The most distinguished guest is given the 
post of honor at the head of the table, 
other ¡inests are seated at his right and left, 
and the host and hostess place themselves 
wherever it happens. W hen we enter there 
is nothing upon the table but a pile of 
jilates, a heap of knives, forks, spoons, and 
a viUster of goblets—all at the foot of the 
table, where stands 


TH E HEAD W AITER. 
If this im portant functionary is a woman, 
her head 
and 
shoulders 
are usually 
wrapped in her reboso (for she wears only 
a skirt and chemise), and the ends of the 
national long shawl have an uncom fort­ 
able habit of flopping into the soup and 
thence helping to flavor the whole bill of 
fare. 
If the waiter be a man. he of course 
wears no coat, but frequently the om ni­ 
present zarape (native blanket) is thrown 
over his shoulders, and his precious som­ 
brero is always upon his head, partially 
covering his flowing locks. 
This m idday meal, whether we call it 
breakfast or dinner, is such an exceedingly 
ceremonious affair as to necessitate a great 
num ber of plates to each person. There 
is little variation in the m enu, one meal 
being nearly the exact counterpart ot all 
others during the year. 
As the servants emerge from among the 
roses of the court-yard bearing an am bro­ 
sia, we think of fairy tales and the Arabian 
N ights—only these errados do not much 
resemble orthodox fairies, nor is the food 
they bring like the ambrosia of our im ­ 
agination. 
First, broth is served, in sm all china tea­ 
cups, each cup covered with a hot tortilla 
«pancake), anil is set upon a plate, which 
also holds a huge brass spoon. 
Mexicans 
have a peculiar fondness for fat of all kinds, 
a passion for that species of red-hot peppers 
called chili, and a settled belief that onions 
are as necessary to life and happiness as 
salt and sunshine ; hence this broth—and 
every other dish, for (hat m atter—is always 
very greasy, very oniony, and burning with 
chiii pepper. If there happens to be any 
ripe fruit in the house—notably grapes, tigs 
or pomegranates—it is put into the broth 
and eaten with it. 
The other day I saw with delighted eves 
some big yellow peaches being carried into 
the comedor, and went to dinner in happy 
anticipation of at last having som ething to 
eat like home food. 
But what do you sup­ 
pose they did with those peaches ? 
Actu­ 
ally sliced them , every one, w ith the 
greasy, garlicky broth I 
THE SECOND COURSE 
Is always sopa—either vermicelli, rice, or 
macaroni—first boiled in water, and then 
fried in oil with m uch garlic, and garnished 
with slices of green peppers. Sometimes 
stewed tomatoes are mixed with it, or goats 
m ilk cheese is crumbled upon i t ; 
and the 
greasy m ixture is eaten with a spoon. 
Then comes the m ain dish of the meal, 
which never varies throughout the whole 
course ot a Mexican's natural life— the 
same at least once a day throughout the 
365 days of every year—an olla podrida of 
boiled' beef, m utton, sausage, 
chicken, 
pork, veal, cabbage, onions, sm all green 
apples or pears, w ith various tropical roots, 
seed bulbs and vegetables not known at the 
North—all cooked together in one pot. 
It 
is served in a promiscuous heap on a big 
platter, and is eaten with chili-sauce to 
which red-hot coals would be a mild com­ 
parison. The am ount of pepper which the 
smallest children here devour as easily 
as ours do candy, inclines to the belief that 
the Mexican “ ihcer-m an " certainly m ust 
be copper-lined and double-plated. 
The nearest approach to roast m eat comes 
in the next course—a piece of pork or 
young goat, stuffed with spices, herbs, chili 
and chopped onions, and " boiled down ” in 
the pot till its surface is slightly browned. 
W hat we consider a roast is no more easily 
obtained in Mexican m arkets than beef­ 
steaks. 
The 
cattle are the lankest of 
creatures, and when killed their flesh is 
cut up into lum ps and strips regardless of 
“ grain,” in a wav that would strike an 
English butcher dum b. As there are few 
stoves with ovens for roasting, or gridirons 


for broiling, the m eat is cut with especial 
reference to the pot or frying-pan. 
The boiled dish is followed by a variety 
of entrees, each in a separate course—such, 
for Instance, as 


C H IL I-C O N -C A R SIE — 
Meat cut into bits, boiled in grease and 
seasoned with tomatoes and c h ili; large 
green peppers stuned with chopped pork 
and onions, and fried in batter; pork 
hashed with onions, cheese and scrambled 
eggs ; cheese or soar m ilk boiled with chili; 
the brains of a kid, to be scooped out of 
tlie bvi'vd head and spread on one’s tor­ 
tilla, etc. 
Invariably, at every meal, in all Mexican 
households—high and low, rich and pool — 
the last dish before dessert is fréjoles, sm all 
red beans. They are stewed soft, generally 
in oil, and to neglect to eat them after each 
meal is not only a breach of etiquette, but 
would be considered indubitable evidence 
of bad breeding. Some people pour m o­ 
lasses over their beans, wnile others prefer 
to m ix crum bled cheese or curdled m ilk 
with them —but I think, reader mine, that 
you and I will take them “ straight.” 
At intervals during the repast tortillas 
are served, sm oking hot from the griddle. 
These little cakes, as before described, are 
merely boiled corn crushed into a thick 
paste with a little water (w ithout salt or 
soda), and baked on a flat stone or griddle. 
They are never brought in or plates, as we 
have pancakes, but tlie servant piles them 
in beap3 on the table cloth near the host or 
hostess, who distributes them around the 
festive board with a dextrous toss, precisely 
as cards are dealt out in the innocent game 
of “ casino.” 
If bread is u>ed, it is laid on the table in 
the loaf, and if one desires a piece lie carvts 
it to suit himself. The wines are always of 
good quality, either imported or made from 
Mexican grapes, Spanish claret being the 
favorite home beverage. 
Beer is used, 
though not so commonly, generally M il­ 
waukee or St. Louis lager. 
After fréjoles some soi t of “ dulce” (na­ 
tive sweatmcat), or fruit, is served—but 
never anything like pie, cake or pudding, 
those indigestabie Yankee devices being 
entirely unknown here—and the repast is 
concluded with sm all cups of strong, bitter, 
black, Mexican coffee—than which there is 
none better in the world. 
Afterwards, and 
sometimes at intervals during the meal, 
the gentlemen of the family—and not in­ 
frequently the 
ladies 
also—settle back 
gracefully in their chairs and 


SM OKE A CIGARETTE OR TWO. 
When one is in Rome, it is weli to “ do 
as the Romans,” you knovr. 
I learned a 
lesson at m y very first meal in Mexico. 
It was at a hotel table, and the Mexican 
stranger beside me, happening to finish his 
dinner first, im m ediately lighted his cig­ 
arette for the customary sm oke; but I, in 
mv verdancy, imagined it a personal in ­ 
sult, and indignantly left the table. H av­ 
ing become somewhat “ learned in the ways 
of the Egyptians ” since that early day, I 
can now not only tolerate the national fash­ 
ion with equanim ity, but can m anfully add 
m y quota of smudge to tbe atm ospheric 
blue 
whenever 
etiquette 
requires 
it. 
These tiny Mexican cigarettes that the 
ladies generally use are not at all like the 
strong sm elling things one sees in the 
United States and Cuba. These are rolled 
up in corn husks, are not much Iaraerthan 
straws, and have a delicious fragrance. Near­ 
ly every Mexican lady's pocket is supplied 
with cigarette-holder and 
match-box. of 
more or less elegance, and the dainty fing­ 
ers of m any a fair young señorita, who 
would scorn to touch the lightest task per­ 
taining to household labor, are discolored 
at the tips like polished bronze from much 
cigarette rolling. 
Every day, at about 5 o'clock r. m., coflee 
or chocolate is again served, as at breakfast, 
with little cakes resem bling sweetened 
biscuits, crackeia and sometimes "du'ce.” 
Dinner is usually at early candle-lighting, 
and the late supper is partaken whenever 
it suits the family convenience. Every­ 
body goes straight to bed from the supper 
table, and, what with hearty food at such 
unseasonable hours and the eternal grease, 
garlic and chili, the wonder is that the na­ 
tion has not died out from dyspepsia long 
ago.

The first sight was the Cuban 
milkwagon—not a wagon at all, but a 
mule, on whose back was a pillion two feet 
high, built up of straw and leather, on the 
top a boy, and hanging on all sides of him 
the num erous m ilk cans. 
I saw another 
m ethod of distributing m ilk. 
The cow 
with a calf is driven to the entrance of the 
house, and m ilked the am ount wanted. 
This m ethod is for children and invalids., 
The calves have Oh a wire muzzle. Next 
I came upon a fruit stand, and none in 
the north can compare with them , for 
the m ajority of Cuban fruits are so per­ 
ishable when ripe that they cannot be 
conveyed off the island. 
The pineapple, 
which we never get ripe, is here like a 
massive ruby, whose interior you can eat 
w ith a spoon. In this condition it il the 
queen of all fruits. 
The magno, looking 
som ething like 
a 
kidney-shaped 
pear, 
green rind, spotted with red. 
Peal this off, 
and around a stone filling three-quarters its 
interior is the yellow pulp, rem inding one 
of the pineapple and the peach. The sapo- 
dilla, a brown-skinned, round fruit, the 
size of a peach, and tasting like a very, 
very insipid pear. The maumee apple is 
like a sm all brown lemon, the in te rio ra 
vivid flesh coior. Then there are water­ 
melon, m uskinelous, plantains, bananas, 
and m any others whose names I could not 
ascertain to day. 
I have often prescribed 
the tam arind to m y patients. Here I got 
the fruit, like a large bean in a pod, soft 
acid, and fresh, prepared in water, and 
taste for tlie first tim e this delicious drink 
in its natural state.—Dr. E. A. Hale in 
Inter-Ocean.

THE FAIR AND THE BESÜLT. 


The Citrus Fair closes to-night. It has 
repaid all the cost and labor it has in­ 
volved, in proving the capacity of the re­ 
gion illustrated by its exhibits. It is now 
to be transferred to Chicago, for the pur­ 
pose of disabusing the public mind at the 
East of false impressions that have been 
made. 
That it will successfully do so, we 
have no doubt whatever. There remains 
to this people now the duty of reaping 
the harvest of all this sowing of seed. 
It 
is to be accomplished only by self-sacrifice, 
hard work and dignified but persistent ef­ 
fort. After all such remarkable manifesta­ 
tions of energy, relaxation succeeds. 
It is 
inevitable ; there will be a period of rest. 
But in this case there is to need for a long 
“ breathing spell.’’ 
We shall very soon be 
called upon to chronicle the result of the 
exhibition in Chicago, and that, we are 
justified in anticipating, will be of a grati­ 
fying character. There will naturally fol­ 
low a gathering together of energies to put 
the scheme of a permanent exhibition 
squarely upon its feet. Sacramento city 
and county will do their share in attaining 
the desired end. 
If we are to trust to the 
enthusiastic prophecies of the representa­ 
tives at the fair from the counties north 
and west of its, there will be given by our 
neighbors the liberal aid to the project es­ 
sential to its success. 
It 
is a prac­ 
ticable scheme, 
and 
one 
that 
bears 
ujjon its face all the evidences of wisdom. 
The permanent exhibition, if to be set up 
at all, should be speedily put in place, for 
the reason that between the middle of Feb­ 
ruary and the close of the summer season 
of 1887 we may reasonably expect the 
largest ingress of homeseekers known in 
the history of the State. 
Care must be 
exercised not to run to wild enthusiasm on 
this subject. There is need for rapid 
action, but we should avoid even the ap­ 
pearance of anxiety to work np an unnat­ 
ural excitem ent; there is no need for it, 
since all the claims of this section are sd 
well grounded that there is not a particle 
of necessity for artificial stimulation. The 
natural, reasonable, earnest and proud 
presentation of them will command respect 
and lead no one to impugn our motives. 
The future of the northern and central 
sections is assured: it is to be one of home­ 
building, resource-developing, capital-in­ 
vesting, labor-employing. Natural forces 
tend to bring it about; what we need to do 
is to hasten the coming by supplementing 
them with earnest human energy, by hon­ 
est, cool, manly efforts, that cannot suggest 
the mean suspicion that we are presenting 
only the bright side. We want no one to 
come here under misapprehension, or the 
idea that labor is not needed, that self­ 
sacrifice, a goodly output of physical and 
mental energy, are unnecessary here. We 
want no drones or laggards, but earnest 
men and women with means, push, frugal 
habits, liberal ideas and a willingness to 
labor and to deserve. 
Such are they who 
arc coming now. 
Others like them can be 
led this way also by the thousand, and the 
proposed permanent exhibition seems to us 
to he one of the most conservative, direct 
and comprehensive means to be employed 
to that end. 


BOMB AND ABROAD. 


T h e r e is truth in the extract we make 
from the editorial columns of the San Jose 
Me miry. Its force and suggestiveness in­ 
duce us to reproduce it, not to prejudice 
any one against the southern section, but 
simply to point out how the physical fact 
recorded contributes force to the argument 
in favor of a permanent exhibition of 
products at the depot in Sacramento where 
the new-comer by the Central route first 
makes any considerable pause after enter­ 
ing the State. The Mercury says:

All the children were down 
with virulent attacks of scarlet fever, and 
one girl, 3 years old, was dead. A boy 8 
years old was strangling and dying, and 
the other children were so ill they could 
not move. There was neither fire nor food 
in the house. The Poor Commission will 
do everything possible to relieve the chil­ 
dren.

A SC E N E O F T E R R O R . 


F o u r A c r e , o f a T o w n S in k S e v e ra l F e e t 
in to th e G ro u n d . 
Shenandoah (Pa.), December 17th—Be­ 
tween 3 and 4 o’clock this morning people 
living along West Coal street, in the north­ 
western section of this borough, were 
aroused by a creaking noise and the sway­ 
ing of the houses, resembling a series of 
successive shocks of earthquake. The sen­ 
sation was produced by a cave-in, which 
took down fully four acres in that section 
of town, upon which stand upwards of fifty 
houses.

WRECK OF THE BARK ATLANTIC 
NEAR THE CLIFF HOUSE. 


A R otten H ulk, Not F it to be on the 
O cean—Thirty L ites Lost, 
and F ig h t Saved. 


[San Francisco Bulletin, December 17th.] 
A terrible disaster occurred within a mile 
and a half of the Cliff House about 3 
o’clock this morning. At that hour the 
whaling bark Atlantic, which sailed yes­ 
terday on a whaling cruise to the south P a­ 
cific, went ashore and became a total loss. 
She had on board a crew, of forty men, of 
whom thirty were drowned, although there 
is a life-saving station within a short dis­ 
tance of the wreck. Captain Warren, the 
mate and eight seamen were saved. 
The hull of the vessel was thrown high 
on the beach by the heavy sea which was 
running, and was badly broken np. All of 
her spars had gone by the board, and 
pieces of the wreck were strewn along 
the beach for three or four miles. There 
was no wind, and the consequence was 
that the vessel, which pulled her an­ 
chor, was drifted npon the sand, where 
she was soon pounded nearly in pieces. 
The crew of the life-saving station did all 
in its power to save life, and would have 
saved more men than escaped death had it 
not been for the rotten condition of the 
vessel, which went to pieces almost as soon 
as she struck the beach. Only one body of 
those drowned had been recovered up to 
noon. 
Out of a crew of forty men, all told, only 
ten escaped with their lives. The dead 
body of one man was recovered, but the 
remaining twenty-nine are as yet unac­ 
counted for. 
When the men of the Life-saving corps 
got to work, several men were found strug­ 
gling amongst the wreckage, and these 
were quickly taken to the boat-house, and 
resuscitated. 
One 
unfortunate 
fellow, 
though, could not be revived, although 
three hours were spent in the endeavor. 
By daylight the ill-fated bark was noth­ 
ing but an unrecognizable mass, and por­ 
tions of the vessel were strewn for fully 
three miles up and down the beach. 


TH E STORY OF T H E CA PTA IN . 
The Captain ef the Atlantic, T. P. W ar­ 
ren, related the particulars of the disaster 
about 83 follows: “ We left Main-street 
wharf yesterday forenoon, but it was not 
until 4 o'clock in the afternoon that the tug 
Sea Witch left us outside the bar. It was 
very calm at the time, scarcely enough 
wind blowing to fill our sails. The sea was 
running high, with a strong current, andas 
the tide was on the ebb, it was obvious that 
we were drifting back on the bar. I or­ 
dered an anchor lowered, and this being in­ 
sufficient to bold the vessel, we lowered an 
other. We staid here for several hours, 
with the swell constantly sweeping our 
decks, and frequently dashing up into the 
rigging. 
Somehow or other the anchors 
would not hold, and we kept dragging 
south. Shortly after midnight—I don’t re­ 
member the time—the vessel struck in the 
sand, and from that time on she began to 
go to pieces. The fog was so thick you 
couldn t see your hand before your face. 
Two boats were immediately lowered. The 
first boat contained first mate Doty, third 
mate Perry, and two or three sailors. It 
had hardly got clear of the vessel, though, 
when it swamped, and its occupants were 
lost. Tne second boat contained second 
mate Ring, several sailors and myself. We 
were just pushing off when two more nten 
jumped in, and our boat swamped. We 
clung to the boat and were washed ashore." 


STATEMENTS OF O T H E R -. 
Major Blackenay of the Life-saving Serv­ 
ice says that had not the anchors of the 
vessel been out there would have been a 
better opportunity of saving more lives, as 
the vessel would not have broken up so 
quickly, and could have been hauled upon 
the shore. 
James H. Daraby, who keeps a saloon on 
the ocean beach, states that he had never 
seen the sea runniDg so high as it was last 
evening, since the time when the King 
Phillip was wrecked in the same locality. 
John Heenan. a hackman, was returning 
from the beach with a party of four—two 
ladies and two gentlemen—this morning at 
the time of the wreck. He says they heard 
voices on the beach, ami drove down. 
When the true state of atfairs was learned 
he and his passengers at once proceeded to 
lend their assistance, and worked there all 
night. The ladies took off their fine cloaks 
and wraps, and kindly wrapped them 
around the rescued sailors.

The survivors are: Captain T. P. War­ 
ren. James B. King, Antonio Margardio. 
Andrew W. Look, Louis Taniti. Joseph 
Antone, Manuel Delarosa. L. IT. Walling. 
Edmund Kuhn and John Lambert. None 
of the surviving sailors knew the full name 
of the unfortunate whose body was recov­ 
ered, knowing him only as “ French Joe.” 
It is thought that when the tide ebbs more 
bodies will be recovered.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T he M rs. A h G ong M atter. 
Yesterday afternoon District Attorney 
Buckley and City Attorney H art drew up 
complaints charging with the crime oí kid­ 
naping Chin Ah Dee, who took Mrs. Ah 
Gong away and concealed h e r; Di Chov, 
the woman who swore to the complaint on 
which she was brought from Vallejo; and 
two Chinamen, who assisted in the con­ 
spiracy by going with officer Sullivan to 
Vallejo and pointing the woman out to 
him. The complaints were sworn to by 
Ah Gong, before Justice Henley. Ah Fee 
and Di Choy were taken into the Justice's 
Court and their cases set for next Wednes­ 
day at 10 a. m.. after which they were re­ 
moved to the County Jail. The other par­ 
ties have not yet been arrested, but one is 
said to be in San Francisco and tbe other 
in San Jose. Ah Fee has nothing to say 
about the matter, referring questioners to 
his attorney, C. T. Jones. Di Choy was 
doing much weeping and wailing yester­ 
day, and declared that she was compelled 
by her husband to swear out the warrant 
for Mrs. Ah Gong. Gong and his wife left 
for San Francisco yest erday afternoon, un­ 
der the escort of Paymaster McDonald, of 
the steamer Ranger, who has taken much 
interest in the case, and will see that the 
guilty parties are vigorously prosecuted. 
Mrs. Gong was yesterday apparently in a 
much happier frame of mind than on the 
previous day. and it is evident that the 
coldness of her demeanor when recovered 
by the officers was the result of the terror­ 
ism to which she had been subjected, all 
sorts of threats having-been made by those 
who had her in charge to prevent her at­ 
tempting to escape, and on the day of her 
recovery she probably was in constant fear. 
She asserts that during the time she was 
hidden away she attempted suicide more 
than once, but was too closely watched to 
succeed. Yesterday, while at tbe station- 
house, she was much worried whenever her 
husband was away from her. especia\ly 
whenever Chinamen visited the premises. 


G out You D ischarged. 
The ease of Gout You, the Chinawoman 
recently held to answer by United States 
Commissioner Bugbey, of this city, for 
holding women in involuntary servitude, 
was recently argued before Circuit Judge 
Sawyer and District Judges Hoffman and 
Sabin, at San Francisco. Yesterday they 
filed a decision discharging the prisoner. 
It is held that neither the complaint, war­ 
rant nor commitment stated an offense 
under Chapter 404, Section 1, of the United 
States Statutes, under which the woman 
was held, “ that there is a failure to state 
that the parties held in involuntary servi­ 
tude were persons so sold and bought. It 
is an essential element ot the offense under 
the third clause that the parties held were 
parties who have been so sold and bought; 
that is to say, sold and bought as provided 
in the preceding clause. No offense being 
stated in the complaint, warrant or commit­ 
ment, the party, upon the face of the peti­ 
tion and return, is unlawfully held.” The 
Court in conclusion says : “ We think the 
commitment properly addressed. Of course, 
the discharge of the prisoner from this 
commitment will not prevent another ar­ 
rest and examination on a proper com­ 
plaint.” Judge Sawyer incidentally re­ 
marked that a Commissioner had no power 
to appoint a person to arrest for the offense 
charged, and that such arrest should be 
made by a Deputy United States Marsha!. 


A f o ld B ath . 
About 10 o’clock yesterday morning Tom 
Evans, watchman at the eastern end of the 
Sacramento and Yolo bridge, heard a splash 
in the water, and saw a man in the river, 
well out toward the draw of the bridge. 
He was striking out with strong strokes 
for the Sacramento shore, and making ex­ 
cellent progress, notwithstanding the fact 
that he had jumped in fully dressed. Evans 
ran to the steamer Governor ijtoneman, 
moored a short distance below the bridge, 
and stood ready with a pike-pole to render 
assistance, but the swimmer changed his 
course on seeing him and swam down 
stream to a place about 200 yards below the 
bridge, where he caught hold of a timber 
that bad fallen out of the wharf, the latter 
being in a ruinous 
condition. 
Evans 
quickly procured a boat and went and res­ 
cued him. He proved to be John Royal, 
an employee at the railroad works, and the 
head of a large family, and when asked 
why he jumped into the stream, he re­ 
sponded that he was sick. Officers Mc­ 
Cormack and Jackson soon arrived and 
took him to the station-house, where he 
was undressed and pat in bed, and given 
something to warm his blood. A package 
oí '• Rough on Rats ” was found in one of 
his pockets, indicating that he had first con ■ 
templated ending his earthly career by tak­ 
ing poison. After being conveyed to the 
station-house he desired an officer to shoot 
him and put him out of his trouble. It is 
reported that he had been drinking freely 
for a few days.

T h e G u ard M ount—T he G overnor’s In a u ­ 
g u ra tio n —B a n q u e t T his E vening—E tc. 
The guard mount drill Thursday even­ 
ing was the first held for a long time, and as 
a matter of course, was not perfection. In 
the very beginning, sergeants did not bring 
on their details with that degree of confi­ 
dence which goes to show that they are “at 
home” in their business. We must except 
the First Sergeant of Company G from this 
sweeping charge, and give him credit for 
bringing on his detail in good style. Some 
of the sergeants understood how to do it, 
but do not give their commands in the 
proper m anner; others can give the com­ 
mand, but are either out of position or 
shuffling about, as if uncertain about the 
proper thing to d o ; and all this occurring in 
the very beginning of ibe ceremony, gives 
lookers on a bad impression of the force. 
It is very evident that the sergeants gen­ 
erally do not study the tactics. We be­ 
lieve that the Captains of companies should 
more frequently instruct how a detail for 
guard should be brought on parade in a 
proper manner. Some of the men are very 
" green” in coming to “ inspection of arms” 
at “ parade rest,” andaré anything but stat­ 
ues. The non-commissioned officers when 
ordered to the “front and center ' either did 
not know what to do, or knowing, hesita­ 
ted about obeying 
the command, 
as 
it took 
them 
some 
little 
time to 
get 
into position. 
It 
is 
probable 
that 
encampments 
will hereafter be 
held annually, and the men will not get 
so 'ru sty '' in the duties of sentinels as 
they are at present. After passing in re­ 
view, and the platoons having been wheeled 
into line, when the command " Fours, 
right.” was given by the officer of the 
guard, the second platoon got all mixed up, 
owing chietly to the guard having been 
broken into platoons in thecenterof a four. 
The second attempt was well done. Sen­ 
tinels were posted about the Armory, and 
their chief trouble here was that the guards 
were allowed to talk too much—in fact, to 
have their “ fun,” as it were, and their con­ 
duct was rather undignified, to say the 
least. We understand there arose a dis­ 
cussion between the Adjutant and a ser­ 
geant of Company G, as to whether the 
sentinel on post one was left at the guard­ 
house when relieved the sergeant maintain­ 
ing that he was. which of course is the 
rule. 
After the holidays and inaugural cere­ 
monies are over with, there wiil be some 
work in field drill, an! it will be continued 
steadily through the winter. If companies 
would turn out in strong force, these drills 
could be had twice a month, taking two at 
a time. 
The Third Infantry, of San Francisco, 
will parade here at the inauguration of 
Governor Bartlett, and the use of the Arm­ 
ory has been tendered Majoi Barry, who is 
in command of the regiment, to use as a 
headquarters while in the city. The in­ 
augural ball will, in all probability, be a 
brilliant affair, and the National Guard 
officers generally will be present. 
A grand banquet will be given by the 
officers of the National Guard at the Occi­ 
dental Hotel, San Francisco, this evening, 
in honor of Governor Stoneman, the Com- 
mander-ih-Chief. 
Governor-elect Bartlett 
will be present also. The First Artillery 
will be represented by some ot its officers, 
who g'o down this afternoon. 
The Officers’ Association have agreed 
upon matters upon which it desires the 
Legislature to act, and has appointed a 
committee to attend to them. The com­ 
mittee from this city consists of Colonel 
Sheehan. Major McKee. Captain Hall and 
Captain Neary. 
The commissions of < aptain Safford and 
Lieutenants Seymour and Johnson have 
been received, and these officers have qual­ 
ified. Captain Weinstock will now turn 
over all State and company property to his 
successor. 
‘ 
All demands for the present quarter 
should be sent in immediately, that the 
year's accounts may be balanced. 
An assessment of $5 per company and $1 
on each field and staff officer, has been 
levied by the National Guard Officers' As­ 
sociation, to pay expense of printing, sta­ 
tionery, etc.. payable on or before Decem­ 
ber 31st. 
The reading of the financial account 
showed the First Artillery to occupy an en­ 
viable position for promptness in all mat­ 
ters relating to its accounts with the asso­ 
ciation, and that it was a model for others 
to pattern after. 
It is probable that Courts mania! for the 
trial of men who absent themselves from 
three consecutive drills, will be a thing of 
the past in the near future, as it is contem­ 
plated to have a law passed expelling and 
dishonorably discharging such by a two- 
thirds vote of Hie members of the company 
to which they belong. 
If the bill appropriating $50,000 for the 
purchase of uniforms, passes, it will give 
$1,000 to each company, and this will put 
renewed life and activity into each and 
everyone of them. It makes quite a dif­ 
ference whether a new recniit must wear 
an old patched-up uniform or if he can get 
a complete new suit made to order. There 
is a pride which is pardonable in men wish­ 
ing to look well in theeyesof their fellows, 
and this wish cannot be gratified willi the 
uniforms on hand at the present time.

There was a dense fog prevailing, 
and, notwithstanding the train was stopped 
and backed up as soon as possible, the 
prisoner had disappeared when the officer 
reached the place where the leap for liberty 
was made. A boy was found, however, 
who stated that McDonough, although 
handcuffed, escaped serious injury, and, 
beggiug him not to tell in what direction he 
went, hastened away. He at one time 
lived at Folsom, is well acquainted in the 
vicinity, and probably made his way to the 
1 house of some one who would assist him 
j in getting rid of his handcuffs. He has 
already served two terms in prison, is well 
advanced in years, and, with the prospect 
of a long term before him. he doubtless 
considered “ liberty or death ” a motto fit­ 
ting his case precisely.

LETTER FRO* IOWA. 
© reeling* to B alm y C alifornia from the 
Frost-L ocked W estern Iow a. 
[Recoee-Union Correspondence.] 
W aterloo, Black.hawk County, la., ) 
December 10,1880. 
j 
The land of the blizzard and the tornado 
tends greeting to the home of the orange and 
the vine ■' 
The county of Blackhawk, containing 
some of the finest soil and best timber land 
of northern Iowa, is pre-eminently a far­ 
mer's county. Happy homes and general 
thrift and cheerfulness abound, despite the 
wintry storms now sweeping over them. 
To an observer from California, there is 
something marvelous in the patient endu­ 
rance of the rigors of the climate, and much 
that is pathetic in the fact that a large pro- 
portion'of the earnings of the short, bright, 
fervid summer must be spent for fuel to 
sustain life (though it hardly secures com­ 
fort) through the dreary winter days. With 
the thermometer at 10° below zero, and 
still falling, your correspondent can speak 
feelingly, though not with warmth. 
Looking about for information concern­ 
ing this industrious and steadfast people, I 
chanced upon a book printed in 1854, with 
the title, “Iowa As It Is.” It was published 
as an incentive to immigration. Its glow­ 
ing prophesies of prosperity have long 
since been merged into solid facts; but 
what suggests thought is the character of 
the immigration which about that time 
poured into the young State. From the 
over-crowded workshops and the impover­ 
ished farms of the Eastern States the 
young, the vigorous, energetic and hopeful 
sons of toil responded to her call for work­ 
ers. 
“Pilgrims of industry and hope.” 
The best blood of the nation was poured 
into the warm, young veins of Iowa. 
“I-o-wah” The beautiful land! as her 
real children had christened her in the 
days when she had been all thfir own. 
“I-o-wah! ' as they echoed it when they 
retired with slow, sad steps before the ad­ 
vancing white men. The character of those 
emigrants make the Iowa of to-day. 
The great moral battle of prohibition, 
but lately fought, shows the strength and 
animu3 ot this people, rising in the might 
of their indignation to crush the monster 
evil, the devourer of homes, the oppressor 
of the weak and innocent, from their 
midst. No wordy war of rival factions— 
the soul of a righteous people was in it. 
Martyr blood tlowed in the cause, and from 
that seed springs a harvest of helpers in 
the cause of justice and temperance. 
The beautiful Cedar, a tributary of the 
Iowa river, passes diagonally across lilaek- 
hawk county, in a southeasterly direction, 
dividing the city of Waterloo into East and 
West Waterloo. A friendly rivalry, acting 
as an active business stimulant, exists be­ 
tween the two sides. The immense water 
power advantages here are not improved to 
their full capacity, perhaps because of their 
very affluence. Cedar Falls, a much older 
place, at a distance of fen miles, draws 
much of the capital of the county. Water­ 
loo is the county seat, having obtained that 
honor after a sharp contest with Cedar 
Falls. Though bearing the name of the 
distinguished Indian chief, this county is 
in no way connected with his exploits. 
This is the third county from Dubuque, 
same range. The ride of sixty miles from 
Cedar Itapids has many bits of beautiful 
scenery. Waterloo has been agitated dur­ 
ing the autumn months, by the proposed 
route of the railroad from Des Moines to a 
point on the Mississippi, which is now sur­ 
veyed, through the city. The Burlington 
and Quincy and the Illinois Central both 
pass through it. The rich, light soil of the 
river bottom overlies a bed of limestone, 
which crops out at the river, but a half 
mile back retreats from the surface to a 
depth of from five to ten feet. Water is 
found at a depth of from twenty to sixty 
feet. It is hard, but cold and pure. 
Should these few facts concerning an in­ 
teresting portion of our wide Republic be 
well received by your very numerous read­ 
ers, more will follow, in the order in which 
they are presented to the mind of a stran­ 
ger, who is, at present, just a little home­ 
sick for the "land of the citron and myr­ 
tle.”

INTELLECT OF FISIIES. 


T he L anguage o t the L ow er A nim als and 
Its Intelligent Cse. 
We speak of the lower order of animals 
as dumb, because they cannot communi­ 
cate their thoughts to us by speech ; but if 
it could suddenly be given us to under­ 
stand their language, we might be even as 
much amazed as was Elisha's servant when 
the Lord opened his eyes to see “the moun­ 
tain was full of chariots and horses around 
about Elisha.” Not being capable our­ 
selves of receiving communication from 
the inferior animals through the gift of 
speech, man has inclined to the belief that 
they did not possess much intelligence, be­ 
ing wholly govered by instinct in their 
movements. But close observation by 
naturalists is revealing in some animals a 
wonderful degree of intelligence, and that ( 
they possess decidedly strong reasoning 
faculties. Instances of this power in birds, 
dogs, and even some fishes, etc., have been 
given in the Instructor . and now, a late ex­ 
change furnishes an article that would 
seem convincing proof that some fishes 
possess the power to reason. It reads as 
follows: 
“ Dr. Charles C. Abbott, in a recent num­ 
ber of Science, tells the following story of 
some pike which avoided their cunning 
enemy. He said: 1 Thtse pike had gone 
into a rivulet in search of minnows, but 
were cut off by a gilling net. The first 
pike was caught in the meshes of the net. 
Straightway the others stopped as sud­ 
denly as they had started, and recognized 
their fellow in trouble, “ took in the situa­ 
tion ” at once. Each pike evidently real­ 
ized the true condition of affairs, and rea­ 
soned thus: “ That pike tried to go through 
this obstacle in the water, and is m trouble; 
it Í3 necessary for me to avoid it by some 
other means."” There were five of these 
fishes that paused close to the n et; and 
each acted, I believe, as he thought best. 
One of them came to the surface, and, after 
a moment's pause, turned upon one side 
and leaped over the cork-line. Seeing the 
success of this effort on the part of one, a 
second did the same. A third came to the 
shore near where I stood, and discovering 
a narrow space between the brail and 
the net, passed very slowly through, as 
though feeling its way, although the 
water was so shallow that its body was 
fully one-third out of the water as it did so. 
The others were either more timid or less 
cunning. They turned to go up stream ; 
but being met by my companion, who was 
making a great noise by whipping the wa­ 
ter, they rushed again toward the nut, but 
checked their course when their noses 
touched the fatal net. Prompt action was 
necessary. They had not confidence in 
their leaping powers, and both, as though 
stTUck with the same thought at the same 
moment, sank suddenly to the bottom of 
the stream and burrowed into the sand and 
beneath the lead line, which was in full 
view. In a moment they reappeared on 
the other side of the net and were gone.’ ” 
The author (jives also a touching story of 
parental love in a cattish, ascribes “ vocal 
powers ” to the eel, and asserts that fisll 
have cunning, fear, grief, ingenuity and 
anger, like other creatures.—Exchange.

SOMETHING ABOUT COLOSSI. 
D im ensions ot th e G reat Statue* of A n­ 
cient Tim e*. 
Colossi, of which the Bartholdi statue is 
now the most important in the world, were 
more common on the globe before the birth 
of Christ than to-day. The ancient and 
famous maritime countries about the Medi­ 
terranean Sea literally teemed with them. 
The Colossus of Rhodes, erected by Charles 
of Lindas. in honor of the sun, is one of 
the best known to ancient writers, and was 
one of the seven wonders of the world. It 
was of brass, cast in separate pieces, and 
was twelve years in process of erection, be­ 
ing completed 280 B. C. It was a statue of 
Apollo, and is variously estimated to have 
been ninety feet, ninety cubits and even 105 
cubits in " bight. Its weight was 720,900 
pounds. Standing as it did with a leg ex­ 
tending on each side of the harbor, vessels 
under full sail could enter between them. 
A flight of winding stairs led to the top. 
The cost was three hundred talents or very 
nearly a half million of dollars. Sixty 
years later it was thrown down by an earth­ 
quake, where it lay until A. 1>. 655. when 
the Saracens, the captors of Rhodes, 
sold it to a Jew, who transported it 
to Alexandra, on the backs of 900 camels. 
Rhodes, which now has a population of 
only ten thousand, in the bight of its pros­ 
perity had over three thousand statues, of 
which one hundred were colossi. 
The Bartholdi statue is 150 feet high and 
weighs 220 tons. The statue is composed 
of 214 pieces of bronze. 
Bavaria, the great female statue at 
Munich, personifieating that country, until 
the Bartholdi statue, was said to be next in 
size to the Colossus of Rhodes. It is 65 
feet high, with a pedestal thirty feet, and is 
casa from the bronze of Turkish and Nor­ 
wegian cannon. The figure i* partly 
draped, holding a sword. At its side 
reposes the Bavarian lion, the guardian of 
the kingdom. The figure is hollow and 
fitted with stairs. There are twelve char­ 
acters in bronze, and the monument was 
six years in preparation, being unveiled 
August 7, 1850. It was erected by King 
Louis I. and modeled by VonSchwanthcler, 
and until our Goddess of Liberty was 
erected, was considered the most remark­ 
able statue of modern times. 
The other remarkable statue of recent 
years is that of San Carlo Borromeo at 
Arona, near the south end of Lake 
Maggiore, in Northern Italy. 
It was 
erected in 1697, and stands on a hill on a 
pedestal forty feet high. The head, feet 
and hands were cast in bronze; the re­ 
mainder of the statue was formed by lay­ 
ing sheets of hammered copper on a 
pillar of masonry. Three persons may 
staud in the head. 
Colossal statues were numerous in Egypt 
Legions of them were raised, mostly of the 
hardest stone, many from fifty to sixty feet 
high. The most celebrated are the statues 
of Memnon, in the plain of Thebes, at 
Koum-el-Sultan. The two statues, one of 
which is the celebrated vocal Memnon, one 
of the wonders of the old world, was orig­ 
inally sixty feet high and made of coarse 
gritstone. Both are seated on thrones, and 
represent the monarch Amenaphis III., 
probably about 1,200 B. O. The peculiar 
characteristic of the vocal statue was its 
giving out at various times a sharp metallic 
ring. The reason tor this sound is va­ 
riously ascribed to an artifice of the priests, 
who struck the sonorous stone of which 
the statue was made, to the passage of cur­ 
rents ot air through the cracks, or the sud­ 
den expansion of aqueous particles under 
the sun’s rays. It became silent about fif­ 
teen hundred years ago. 
In Greece, Phidias’ colossal statue of 
Jupiter (440 B. C.) was “ the wonder of the 
world” at that time. It was of gold and 
ivory and the masterpiece of the author. 
He had previously made a statue of Miner­ 
va, of the same material, 39 feet high, and 
also a famous bronze of Pallas Athene, at 
Athens, the plume of whose helmet and 
the point of whose spear, like Liberty's 
torch, were landmarks for incoming sail­ 
ors. Lisippus, in the time of Alexander 
the Great, over 300 years B. C„ erected a 
statue <10 feet high, which Fabius, during 
the second Roman war, was anxious to 
take to Rome, but was prevented by its 
weight. 
Ancient Rome had a bronze statue of 
Augustus in the Forum; one of Nero in 
marble fully 120 feet high, from which the 
contiguous amphitheater is believed to have 
derived the name of “ Colosseum," and a 
bror.ze statue of Apollo and one of Jupiter 
upon the Capitol, made from the armor of 
the Samnites. They were colossal in size. 
G reat T ributary of the Congo. 
Another great navigable tributary of the 
Congo, which it joins on the right hank at 
a point between the Change and the Lico- 
na, has been discovered. 
It is called the 
Sekoli, and was discovered by an expedi­ 
tion that, starting from Madiville on the 
Ogowe, proceeding in a north-northeasterly 
direction for four weeks, journeyed with 
the greatest difficulty through thick forests 
and jungle. In latitude 1° 30’ north they 
carné on a river, which .the natives called 
Sekoli, at a point, as they afterward 
learned, about Io south of its source. Pro­ 
ceeding further, they came into the district 
of the Jambis, who showed themselves so 
hostile that the explorers considered it safe 
to return. 
They again struck the Sekoli, 
which they determined to descend; but the 
natives refused to sell them boats, so they 
had to make some small boats for them­ 
selves. The voyage down the river occupied 
six weeks. The river they found is known 
by different names in different parts of its 
course. It flows at first in a direction from 
west to east, and then bends southward. 
About the equator it receives on its right 
bank a considerable tributary—the Ainbili. 
The water is brackish at this point—indeed, 
the soil all around is impregnated with 
salt, which is gathered by the natives, and 
forms an article of trade for them. The coun­ 
try abounds in large game—wild oxen, ante­ 
lopes, elephants, hippopotami, etc. Below 
the equator the southerly direction becomes 
more decided. The river is between 500 and 
000 meters broad, and has many islands. 
In the lower portion of its course it flows 
through immense grass plains, which feed 
vast numbers of wild cattle, antelopes and 
elephants. But the navigation is impeded 
by the hippopotami. The human popula­ 
tion is very thin. At iast the expedition 
reached the Congo. At the confluence 
there is a great delta almost opposite the 
former station of Lukolela. The discovery 
of the Sekoli has added about 600 kilome­ 
ters to the navigable network of the upper 
Congo waters.—Zeitung.

BILL NYE’S HEALTH TOUR. 
Som e N otable E xperience* of th e V eteran 
Jo u rn alist. 
I have recently taken quite a railway trip 
into the South in searcn of my health, 
writes Bill Nve. I called my physicians 
together and they decided by a rising vote 
that I ought to go to a warmer clime, or I 
w ould enjoy very poor health all winter. 
So I decided to go in search of my health, 
if I died <?n tbe trail. 
I bought tickets at Cincinnati of a pale, 
sallow liar, who is just beginning to work 
his way up to the forty-ninth degree in the 
order of Ananias. He will surely be heard 
from again some day, as he has the ele- 
m entslhat go to make up a successful liar. 
He said that I could go through from 
Cincinnati to Asheville, N. C., only one 
easy change of cars, and in about twenty- 
three hours. It took me twice that, and I 
had to change cars three times in the dead 
of night. 
All night long, except when we were 
changing cars, we rattled along over wob­ 
bling trestles and third mortgages. The 
cars were graded from third-class down. 
The road itself was not graded at all. 
They have the same old air in these 
coaches that they, started out with. Differ­ 
ent people, with various styles of breath, 
have used the air and then returned it. 
They are UBing the same air that they did 
before the war. It is not, strictly speaking, 
a national air. It is more of a languid air, 
with dark circles around its eyes. 
At one place where I had an engagement 
to change cars we had a wait of four hours, 
and I reclined on a hair-cloth lounge at the 
hotel, with the intention of sleeping a part 
of the time. 
I was told that this was a kind, family 
lounge that would not shy or make trouble 
anywhere, and I bad only just closed my 
dark red and mournful eyes in sleep wbeii 
this lounge gently humped itself and shed 
me as it would Us smooth, dark hair in the 
spring, tra la. The floor caught me in its 
great strong arms, and I vaulted back upon 
the polished bosom of the hair-cloth 
lounge. It was made for a man about fifty- 
three inches in length, and so I had to sleep 
with my feet in my pistol pockets and my 
nose in my bosom up to *iie second joint. 
I got so that I could rise off the floor and 
climb on the lounge without waking np. It 
got to be second nature to me. I did it just 
as a man who is hungry in his sleep bites 
off large fragments of the air and eats it in­ 
voluntarily, and smacks his lips and snorts. 
So I arose and deposited myself again and 
again on that old sway-back but frolicsome 
wreck without waking. But I couldn’t get 
aboard softly enough to avoid waking the 
lounge. It would yawn and rumble inside, 
and rise and fall like the deep, rolling sea. 
till at last I gave up trying to sleep on it 
any more, and curled up on the floor. 
The hair-cloth leunge in various condi­ 
tions of decrepitude may be found all 
through this region. Its true inwardness 
is composed of spiral springs which have 
gnawed through the cloth in many in­ 
stances. These springs have lost none of 
their old elasticity of spirits and cordially 
cordscrew themselves in the affections of a 
man who sits down on them. If anything 
could make me thoroughly attached to the 
South it would be one of these spiral springs 
bored into my person about a foot.

At the private house the hair-cloth sofa 
with a pair of dark reserved chairs may be 
found in a domesticated state, waiting for 
some one to come and fall off them. In 
hotels they go in larger flocks and graze to­ 
gether in the parlor. They are greatly in 
favor among the more blue-blouded mass 
here—the blue mass, as it were.—New York 
Sun. 
HEALTH HINTS. 
Avoid passion, excitement and luxury. 
For burns, apply flour wet with cold wa­ 
ter, as it quickly gives relief. 
A cheerful mind is better than all the 
drugs in the materia medica. 
Cider vinegar is a good medicament, in 
dram doses, for simple diarrhea. 
To prevent mustard plasters from blister­ 
ing mix with the white of an egg. 
Inflammations are more safely and far 
more agreeably subdued by the application 
of warm water than of cold. 
Marnaca is a very sure remedy in mus­ 
cular rheumatism, in doses of ten to forty 
drops of the fluid extract, repeated every 
hour. 
Don't neglect to give the babv a drink of 
water once or twice a day. The nursing 
baby cries oftener from thirst than from 
hunger. 
In cases of acute inflammations of the 
eye, hot water—even of a temperature of 
140° F.—is a “ sovereign ” remedy, most 
readily applied by cloths dipped in the 
water. 
A case was shown recently in a patient 
where, under the internal administration of 
phosphorized cod-liver oil, the hair, which 
was prematurely gray, returned to its orig­ 
inal color. 
Sir James Clark’s diarrhea and cholera 
m ixture: Tincture of opium ; tincture of 
camphor and spirits of turpentine ; of each 
three drams; oil of peppermint, thirty drops. 
Dose, one teaspoonful. 
Convulsions may frequently be cut short 
like magic by iürñing the patient on his 
left side. The nausea, as an after-effect of 
chloroform or ether narcosis, may be gen­ 
erally be controlled in the same manner. 
An excellent tooth powder is made with 
suds of Castile soap and spirits of camphor, 
of an equal quantity. Thicken with equal 
quantities of pulverized chalk and charcoal 
to a thick paste ; apply with the finger or 
brush. 
Salicylic suet is used in the German army 
as a remedy for foot-sores, etc., instead of 
the salicylic powder formerly employed. 
It is composed of two parts of pure sali­ 
cylic acid and ninety-eight parts of the best 
mutton suet. 
Mustard, according to Dr. Richardson, is 
best applied by soaking a sponge with it. 
Tie the sponge np in a handkerchief and 
apply the convex side. This mustard 
sponge can be remoistened several times 
for reapplication. 
It has been shown by actual experiment 
that the water which streams down the in­ 
side of the window of a closed sleeping- 
room is so impregnated with the noxious 
exhalations of the sleepers that one drop 
is sufficient to poison a rabbit.—Health 
and Home. 
SCIENTIFIC AND USEFUL. 
An exclusive diet of buckwheat is said to 
prove a remarkable panacea for diabetes. 
A shoe-trade paper explains that a shoe 
can be a good deal better made on an iron 
last than on a wooden one. 
A poultice of salt and the white of an egg 
is a powerful resolvent, and, if applied in 
time, will disperse a felon. 
Shrader states that there are several 
mountains in the north of Spain, some 
reaching an altitude of ten thousand feet, 
which have no place on the geographical 
map. 
To cut glass jars, fill the jar with lard oil 
to where you want to cut the jar; then heat 
an iron rod or bar to red heat; immerse it 
in the oil. The unequal expansion will 
crack the jar all round at the surface of the 
oil, and you can lift off the top part. 
Most metals and alloys shrink or con­ 
tract on cooling. But an alloy which will 
expand on cooling may be made of lead 
nine parts, antimony two part3, bismuth 
one part. This alloy can be advantage­ 
ously used to fill small holes and defects in 
iron castings. 
In climates having a difference of tem­ 
perature of 75° between the hot and cold 
seasons a railway track of 400 miles is 338 
yards longer in summer than in winter— 
that is, expansion forces the metal closer 
together, closing up the space between the 
rails of nearly a yard in each mile. 
Copper or brass wire larger than No. 18 
is hard to bend. By heating to redness 
and plunging 
into cold water both 
these metals will become much softened. 
In making joints in wires before soldering, 
if they are softened in this way and 
cleaned, excellent contact apart from the 
solder can be obtained. 


Ocb Gbowisg W in te rs. — During the 
past week peas have been in blossom on 
W . J. Wilson's place, at Newcastle, and in 
Mr. Hollenbeck s garden, in Auburn. Two 


or three ranchers report having ripe ber­ 
ries, and R. N. Scott has a chestnut tree in 
fall blossom at Newcastle. Mr. Beecher 
has tomato vines in blossom at Milierton, 
and H. B. Gaylord has sent down to the 
Citrus Fair ripe tomatoes, picked from his 
vines last week. Mr. Gaylord has also sent 
down to the fair a fine peach tree only six 
months Old from the pit, which measures 
nearly six feet in hight and was of corre­ 
sponding breadth of limbs. W. H. Crutcher 
sent down olives, oranges and three vari­ 
eties of Japanese persimmons.—Placer Re­ 
publican, 
F reig h t R ates on Fruit. 
Senator Stanford scored a bull’s-eye the 
other day when he said . “ Our great staple 
of trade," 1 am satisfied, will be fruit, and 
we must get it to the East so cheap that 
the great mass of people there can buy it.” 
If the toregi.'ng quotation stood alone it 
would be prophetic of a great boon about 
to be conferred on Californians, and that in 
developing their chief industry they might 
expect greater concessive co-operation from 
the railroad company than has yet been 
hinted at. But the context detracts from 
it half its value. Mr. Stanford was talk­ 
ing about the interstate commerce bill 
which is likely to pass the present Con­ 
gress. The feature of the bill is that 
it prohibits a railroad from charging 
more for a short haul than for a long 
haul over its line. 
The Constitution 
of this State already prohibits the same 
thing, but it is obeyed only in the breach. 
A law by Congress will command more 
respect, and Mr. Stanford intimates that as 
the bill does not prevent charging as much 
for a short haul as it does for a long haul, 
the railroads will sacrifice the latter for the 
former, and, instead of reducing local rates 
to conform with the provisions of the bill, 
they will rather increase through rates. In 
all the vexation about freight rates there 
remains the comfort that the Southern Pa­ 
cific is each year becoming moredependent 
on what it transports from the State than 
on what it brings in, and it realizes that 
fruit will be the great staple of the Slate. 
Consequently it will be forced in self­ 
defense to get it to the East as cheap as pos­ 
sible, and it is not likely that the reduction 
promised a few Bays ago will be reconsid­ 
ered.—Placer Republican. 
C alifornia W ine.—A few days ago at a 
meeting of the St. Helena wine-growers, 
it was admitted by all that the best wine 
yet made in Napa valley is that of the late 
vintage. Pellet expressed the opinion that 
wine-makers should not be in a hurry 
about disposing of their new wine; that a 
demand for it is not likely to arise within 
the coming two months or longer, and that 
they should not, under any consideration, 
sell for less than 20 cents per gallon, or 
more for a choice article. The same gentle­ 
man claims that the large wine-cellars of 
San Francisco are comparatively empty, 
and that there will begin to be a demand 
for wine to fill them in about the time 
above mentioned. 
Wine-makers in the 
vicinity of Calistoga who have really good 
wiue should not be hasty about accepting 
20 cents per gallon. It should be worth 
more, and will bring it if the large buyers 
want such wine. But the fact that their 
demand is largely for the poorer grades is 
generally understood.—Calistogian.

the two countries. Ordered printed. 
On motion of Allison, it was ordered that 
when the Senate adjourn to-day it be till 
Monday. 
On motion of Miller, and after a brief 
statem ent by him , the Senate took up and 
pasted, w ithout discussion and without di­ 
vision, the bill for the retirem ent and re­ 
coinage of the trade dollar. 
On motion of Conger, the House bill to 
extend the free delivery system of the Post­ 
office D epartm ent (passed by the House on 
the 9th inst.) was taken up and passed.

Im p o rta n t M easures W hirli th e S enator 
is S aid to be N ursing. 
[By telegraph to the Record-Union. j 
W ash in g to n , December 17tb.—Senator 
Stanford has an im portant bill which he 
intends to introduce at an early day. 
It is 
intended to promote co-operation among 
workingm en. The Senator says that he 
has often thought th at one of the greatest 
aids to the present aspirations of working­ 
men to im prove their lot in life lay in the 
co-operation of two or more of them to­ 
gether in whatever enterprise they desire 
to undertake. 
H e thinks a partnership is 
open to objections, or that the law o f part­ 
nership hinders such freedom in associa­ 
tions as would encourage men without 
capital to come together to carry on any 
work. The law he proposes makes co­ 
operation w ithout capital as easy, and 
gives it as m any advantages as the law 
of corporations gives to m en who have 
capital. 
Senator Stanford said that in the early 
days in California there was an extensive 
practice of co-operation am ong m iners who 
had no capital, and that enterprises were 
carried on in this way, such as running a 
flume m any miles to bring water. 
He said 
that he recollects passing a gulch in early 
days in California and seeing a written no­ 
tice on a tree that a certain man wanted a 
num ber of men to associate themselves 
w ith him to build a long riuiue to aid in 
m ining. They co-operated in this work, 
and carried oh the enterprise successfully j 
without a cent of capital. 
He thinks that ■ 
the practice of co-operation to day would \ 
be a great benefit to the working people, i 
H e says that the power tha 
each one has 
to labor has a certain value, anti it mav he 
worth $10,000, more or less. 
If a hundred 
men of that value co-operate together they 
represent a capital of $l,000.00o, and if they 
can inspire confidence to get the plant, they 
m ight carry- on a great enterprise. 
Senator Stanford has another bill which 
he wants to introduce, but which he is 
holding back at the request of some of hi3 
friends in the Senate. The bill provides 
that all im m igrants to this country who 
arrive after a certain date shall have to re­ 
side in this country ten years before they 
can have the right to vote. Stanford says 
he has always been in favor of im m igra­ 
tion, and he recognizes the immense value 
it has been to the country in building up 
the West, but now that ship passage from 
Europe has become so cheap, sometimes 
falling as low as $8 for the steerage, he says 
it is a great tem ptation for European coun­ 
tries to use indirect means to send their 
tram ps and bum m ers to this country to get 
rid of them . After one year s residence in 
this country they can get their first papers 
and soon vote. 
H e thinks that in conse­ 
quence of the low rates of A tlantic passage 
the class of im m igration is deteriorating, 
but some of the Republican leaders of the 
Senate think that the introduction of such 
a bill would h u rt the party, and Stanford 
has held it back at their request.
